Jatti, former Vice-President of India and 
former Patron of the Bharat Scouts and 
Guides, India. \n his inaugural address, 
Dr. Jatti stressed that the Scout and Guide 
organisation should come forward and give 
guidance to our young people so that the 
growing indiscipline may:be put down 
to a great extent. He suggested that the 
Movement should also include yoga train- 
ing apart from mere physical and mental 
education so that the boys and girls may 
be helped to develop themselves not only 
in their physica! growth but also in the 
improvement of their moral and_ spiritual 
qualities. Sri Kondajji Basappa, State 
Chief Commissioner, who presided, pointed 
out that the aim of the Movement is to 
see that Scouting and Guiding are taken to 
all the schools in the State according to a 
detailed 10-Year Development Plan which 
the State Headquarters has now drawn 
up. 


Earlier, Sri G. Sivappa, President of 
the District Association, welcomed the 
assembled gathering which was followed 
later by a report of the District Association 
presented by Sri K. B. Shanmukhappa, 
the Secretary of the District Association. 
Smt. Malathi Subramanyam, District 


Commissioner (G) proposed a vote of 
thanks. 
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Prior to the inaugural function on the 
same day, the Scouts and Guides had a 
colourful and attractive Route March from 
the Vidhana Soudha through Avenue Road 
to the Makkala Koota where the inaugural 
function was held. The Route March was 
flagged off at Vidhana Soudha_ by 
Sri V. P. Deenadayalu Naidu, State 
Commissioner (S). 


Forming also part of the Diamond 
Jubilee Celebrations a Dance-Drama was 
staged at the Ravindra Kalakshetra entitled 
"Sri Krishna Parijatha Leela’’ by Nrutya 
Sowrabha, well-known ballet troup of 
Bangalore on the 25th December 1980. 
Sri N. Dharam Singh, Hon'ble Minister 
for Housing and Urban Development and 
Chairman of the Diamond Jubilee Celebra- 
tions Committee was the Chief Guest. 
Smt. Prabhavathi Dharam Singh presented 
the cheque to the artists. 


Smt. Nagamma C. Keshava Murthy, 
Hon'ble Minister of State for Primary and 
Secondary Education also graced the 
occasion and spoke. Smt. Malati Subra- 
manyam, District Commissioner (G) pro- 
posed a vote of thanks and garlanded 
the artists. 


Following the inauguration of the 
Diamond Jubilee Celebrations, the several 
Local Associations under the Bangalore 
District Association had separate Rallies 
and Gang Shows featuring Scout and 


Glide crafts, skills and cultural activities, 
such as drama, play-acting and singing. 


On the 5th January 1981, the Chama- 
rajpet Local Association staged their Gang 
Show at the Rotary Hall, Bangalore (opp. 
the State Headquarters), Sri S. Udaya- 
shankar, who is a member of our State 
Council was the Chief Guest. 


On the 6th January 1981, the Malles- 
waram Local Association held their Rally 
and a similar Gang Show at their own 
grounds at Malleswaram. Our two District 
Commissioners, Major M. R. Narayan 
Singh and Smt. Malathi Subramanyam 
were the Chief Guests. On the 7th 
January 1981, the Visveswarapuram Local 
Association conducted a Rally near the 
Glass House in Lalbaugh. Smt. Jayalaxmi 
Sreenivasan was the Chief Guest. These 
Rallies and Gang Shows attracted the 
attention of local citizens who witnessed 
them in large numbers and appreciated 
the work done by the Scouts and Guides. 


Some other Scout and Guide activities 
were also held at the State Headquarters 
on the 9th January. These included, essay 
writing in separate Kannada and English 
groups, quiz contests, also in Kannada 
and English and later in the day, debates 
in Kannada and English. At each of these 
events, some of Our senior members of the 
Movement acted as chairmen or as 
coveners and judged the several events, 
The entire programme was spread over the 
whole day from 9 a.m. till 6 p.m. and 
it was a very happy sight to see the 
children coming forward to participate in 
these events in large numbers. 


On Saturday, the 10th January 1981, 
there was another novel programme which 
also occupied the whole day starting at 
10-30 a.m. The occasion was the holding 


of a ‘’Patrol Leaders’ Forum’’ which may 
be described as a mock parliament session 
under the direction of the Patrol Leaders 
themselves, the theme for the Forum being 
‘‘Democracy at work’’. This was inaugu- 
rated by Sri S. P. Satish, Director, Pre- 
University Education Board, who was 
formerly an Assistant State Commissioner 
for the Gulbarga Division. In his inaugural 
address to the Forum, he stressed the 
importance of young people being involved 
in various planning and programming 
aspects of the Scout and Guide method 
of training. Earlier SriK. B. Shanmukhappa, 
Secretary, District Association, welcomed 
the Chief Guest and others present on the 
occasion. Sri S. Audikesavalu, State 
Organising Commissioner (S) explained 
the purpose of the Forum and the methods 
of discussing the subjects by the Scouts 
and Guidesindifferent groups. Smt. Hamida 
Rahman, State Organising Commissioner(G) 


-proposed a vote of thanks to the Chief 


Guest. Later, the Scouts and Guides met 
in separate groups to discuss the subjects 
on the agenda of the Forum. In the after- 
noon the Forum had a_ plenary session 
when the group leaders presented their 
reports to the general session of the 
Forum. Smt. M. R. Lakshamma, State 
Commissioner (G) addressed the Scouts 
and Guides. 


It may be mentioned here that this is 
the first occasion when a novel feature of 
this type has been included as part of the 
activities for the Scouts and Guides so 
that they can themselves participate in the 
programme of activities and help the adult 
unit leaders to prepare plans for develop- 
ment according to their own needs and 
aptitudes. 


On the concluding day of the week-long 
Diamond Jubilee Celebrations on the 11th 
January, a large gathering of Scouts and 


Guides, over 2,000 in strength, started 
assembling at the Govt. Fort High School 
grounds from early morning and displayed 
demonstrations of various Scout and Guide 
activities from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. These 
activities included Flag Staff Construction, 
Improvised Tents, First Aid, Cooking and 
Signalling and were witnessed by many 
parents and the public. 


Sri Dharam Singh kindly assured us of a 
site and also a suitable handsome grant 
from the Corporation authorities as well as 
the Government of Karnataka for the con- 
struction of Bangalore North District Scout 
and Guide Bhavan in commemoration of 
the Diamond Jubilee Celebrations. We 
have made some collections through the 
Dance-Drama Programme and the publi- 
cation of Diamond Jubilee Souvenir, 
together amounting in total to about 
Rs. 40,000, out of which we hope to Save, 
after meeting all the expenses, a net 
amount of Rs. 25,000 which would be 
inadequate for the purpose which we 
have in view. 


The Valedictory function was oresidéd 
over by Sri N. Dharam Singh, Hon’‘ble 
Minister for Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment: Smt. Basawarajeshwari was the 
Chief guest. Sri V. P. Deenadayalu 
Naidu(S) released the attractively got-up 
Diamond Jubilee Souvenir. The programme 
for the Valedictory function included. 
Welcome by Major M. R. Narayan Singh, 
District Commissioner (Scouts); Report, 
presented by Smt. Malathi Subramanyam, 
District Commissioner (Guides); Release 
of the Souvenir by Shri V. P. Deenadayalu 
Naidu, State Commissioner (Scouts); 
Presentation of Certificates & Trophies by 
Smt. M. R. Lakshamma, State Commis- 
sioner (Guides); Entertainment by Scouts 
and Guides; Yarn by the Chief Guest 
Smt. Basavarajeshwari, Chairman, 
Karnataka Legislative Council; and the 
President's Speech by Sri N. Dharam 
Singh. Minister for Housing & Urban 
Development and Chairman, Diamond 
Jubilee Celebrations Committee. The 
function concluded with a vote of thanks by 
Sri K. B. Shanmukhappa, District Secretary.

Do you have a sense of humour? Can 


you take a joke on yourself in a good- 
natured way ? 


Do you find time to listen to those who 
want to tell you something or are you 
always so busy with the activities of the 
whole troop that you can’t find time for a 
boy needing personal attention ? 
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Can Scouts depend on your word, even 
in the smallest things ? 


Are you fair in all matters, never showing 
favouritism or injustice ? 


Do you respect them-and accept them- 
even though you must reject some of their 
ideas or behaviour ? 


Can you freely give warranted praise 
without adding the word ‘but’? (‘That's 
fine, but next time do better) ’’. 


Do you really like Scout-age boys ? How 
would the Scouts in your troop rate your 
leadership by these standards? It might 
be comforting for you to know that ina 
Boy Scouting study Scouts were much 
more generous in their rating of leadership 
than were the Scoutmasters themselves. 
Boys will respond best to your leadership 
when they want to, not because they have 
to.

The Game Called Scouting 


The genius of Lord Baden-Powell could 
not have invented a better training pro- 
gramme for young people. Selfless and 
ready to serve, a Scout is like a modern 
good Samaritan. He is not only willing 
to help but able by his training to do so 
even at the cost of great sacrifice to him- 
self. Dependable to the end, his personal 
integrity inspires those around him. 


The Scout movement which has captured 
the hearts of boys in every country had its 
Origin in a series of articles in a magazine. 
The writer was Robert Stephenson Smyth 
Baden-Powell, later to become _ Lord 
Baden-Powell of Gilwel, but affectionately 
known to millions by the magic initials: 
B.- P. 


B.- P. had no intention of starting a new 
movement in 1908. *‘l was a boy once,” 
he wrote. He wanted to share with the 
boys of his time what he had himself 
enjoyed as a boy. Not a very bright 
student, he used to sneak out into the 
woods to study plants and animals, snare 
rabbits and cook them undetected over 
smokeless fires. On one of his vacations 
he sailed a yacht round the south coast of 
England in the company of his brothers. 
Another holiday was spent in tracing the 
Thames to its Source in a canoe. 


Many of his skills in Scouting were 
acquired in India and Africa during his 
career as a soldier. What made him the 
hero of every boy in England was his 
defence of Mafeking in South Africa till

relief came after 217 days. He had only 
a thousand trained and untrained men to 
defend the five—mile circumference of the 
town from the besieging forces. He put 
the boys of the town in uniform and 
trained them to carry messages, keep look- 
outs and act as orderlies. 


Enthusiasm 


B. P.’s ideas caught on like wild fire 
among the boys of England. They wrote 
to him for further guidance. Ultimately, 
on the advice of the King himself, he 
resigned his commission in the army to 
dedicate himself entirely to the training of 
boys. Before long it was evident that the 
girls would not let him alone without 
doing something for them too. He made 
minor modifications in the activities and 
called the movement G/r/ Guides. 


Scouting was originally designed for 
boys in their eleventh to the eighteenth 
year. Soon the younger kids, impatient 
to wait till they grew up to join their elder 
brothers forced B.- P. to draw up a similar 
simplified scheme for boys eight to eleven 
years Of age. They were named Wo/f 
Cubs. When Scouts outgrew the upper 
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age limit but wanted to continue their 
Scouting programme, Aovering was born. 


The Unknown Hero 


The Scout movement spread to other 
countries almost immediately. The Scout's 
duty to do one good turn, every day took 
Scouting to America. A visitor from the 
U.S. not knowing the streets of London 
got lost in the city. A young boy saw 
his predicament and offered to take him 
to the address he desired. The gentleman 
offered the boy a tip. But the boy declined. 
‘‘No, thank you, sir. | am a Scout. 
A Scout does not help someone to receive 
a reward.’ The man was taken aback 
and questioned him about Scouting. The 
boy promised to take him to his Scout 
leader the next day. 


Back in America, he put to practice what 
he had learned in England and started a 
troop of his own. In later years all efforts 
to trace this Scout in England who had 
. been instrumental in bringing Scouting to 
America proved futile. The grateful 
nation has given its highest Scout award 
to this unknown Scout and raised a monu- 
ment in his honour. 


Character Building 


Every form of external activity is under- 
taken in Scouting with the ultimate aim of 
Character formation. The Scout is 
encouraged to live by the threefold pro- 
mise he makes at his initiation and to 
guide his actions by the Scout Law. B.—P. 
had no faith in a series of DOs and 
DON'Ts. Thus the scout law States: 


1. A Scout's honour is to be trusted. 
2. A Scout is loyal. 
3. A Scout is helpful. 
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4. A Scout is a friend to all and a 
brother to every other Scout, no 
matter to what country, class or 
creed the other may belong. 


A Scout is courteous. 
A Scout is a friend to animals. 


7. A Scout is disciplined and obeys 
orders, 


8. A Scout is brave and smiles and 
whistles under all difficulties. 


A Scout is thrifty. 


10. A Scout is pure in thought, word and 
deed. 


Led by his motto ‘BE PREPARED’, the 
Scout tries to arm himself to face any 
emergency. Training in First Aid is given 
prime importance. There are innumerable 
instances of lives saved by the quick 
thinking of Scouts in accidents where 
people tend to get panicky. 


What may not be so evident to the 
non-Scout is the importance of pioneering 
skills, /. e., the skill with ropes and spars. 
B.— P. himself tells the story of the father, 
the mother and their seventeen years old 
son who lost their lives in the rapids 
below the Niagara Falls. They floated 
down on ice floes for a full hour, washed 
by thousands on the bank. No one knew 
or thought of tying good strong loops in 
the ropes they let down from the bridge 
across the river to pull the stranded people 
up the 160 ft. height of the bridge. The 
numb hands of the victims did not let 
them hang on for long; they fell back into 
the river and were drowned. A few days 
later. a passenger in a train was over- 
heard to remark: ‘’Well, | believe that if 
any Boy Scouts had been there they would 
have found some plan for saving those 
poor people.’’ 


The Leader‘s Role 


B.—P. who remained a boy at heart up 
to his death in-1941 felt that no special 
training was required to help boys on 
their path of Scouting. Though he wrote 
books and conducted training courses for 
Scout Leaders, he considered that the 
most important requisite to be a success- 
ful leader was that he be a ‘BOY-MAN. 
The leader places himself on the right 
plane with the boys and studies the needs, 
outlooks and desires of his boys. 


The gang spirit, for example, which is 
innate in the boy is made use of in his 
training. Every troop is organized by 
patrols of six to eight boys led by an 
older boy selected by the Scouts them- 
selves. All activities are carried out in 
these gangs. The patrol plans, works, 
plays, competes, trains itself and fights, 
too, as one unit. The gains in team spirit 
and leadership for the boys are incalculable. 


The Scout Leader is only an adviser, a 
guide. The Patrol Leaders inthe ‘Court 
of Honour’ take all the practical decisions. 
The Scout Leader makes himself available 
to every individual Scout and becomes his 
friend and elder brother. It is for this 
reason that B.—P. believed no leader 
should take on more than thirty-two boys in 
his troop, though B.-P. himself preferred 
to work with sixteen boys only. 


The boy’s need to have his achievements 
recognised is satisfied with the scheme of 


badges. There are three general proficiency 
badges for overall progress in Scouting 
and over 100 merit badges that a Scout 
can earn by making himself specially 
skilled in any particular hobby or interest. 
The ambition of every Indian Scout is to 
earn the ‘President’s Scout’ badge which 
equips him in a particular way for the 
service of his country. 


Scouting is for every boy, the good and 
the not-so-good; the lively and the quiet; 
the introvert and the extrovert; the cheeky 
and the shy; the clever and the slow. 


David Wilkerson, who has worked 
with thousands of drug addicts in the 
cities of America has this to say about 
Scouting. 

‘“‘In my opinion, there is no stronger 
force for good among young people than, 
Scouting. Any activity that takes children 
into the country and close to nature is 
wonderful, if religiously oriented... Not 
one of the addicts who has come to us 
has ever been a Scout. If you take any 
incorrigible kid, involve him in an effective 
Boy Scout Programme, put him in uniform, 
pack a tent on his back, lead him on a 
hike through the woods until he falls 
exhausted at night, let him sleep under 
the stars, and in the morning get him up 
to fish for his own breakfast and then 
cook it—all of this under a dedicated man 
who cares about boats—|I promise you he 
will never turn up on Teen Challenge’s door- 
step as a drug addict in need of help.*’

Valedictory Address at the Scouters and Guiders INDABA 
at Besant Park, Doddaballapur, on Sunday the 14th December 1980 


Excerpts from the address by the Governor : 


“It is a great pleasure for me and my 
wife to associate ourselves with the 
INDABA, the Conference of Scouters 
and Guiders at this delightful training 
camp, Besant Park, Doddaballapur. It 
is more than four decades ago that Besant 
Park, Doddaballapur, was chosen as a 
perfectly suitable place for the establish- 
ment of a Central Scout Camp for the 
State. Since then, this spacious camp of 
over a 100 acres has been developed 
continually and is to-day remarkably 
well equipped with all the amenities and 
facilities for training and camping. 
I understand that such are the amenities 
available here that the camp has been 
utilised even by the National Head- 
quarters of the Bharat Scouts and Guides 
to conduct their advanced courses. I am 
very happy to find that another State 
training centre has come up during the 
70°’s at Kondajji and the required 
facilities and equipment have equally well 
been provided there too. My wife and 
I were very happy to visit that place also. 


**T understand that the INDABA was 
inaugurated two days ago and you have 
had fruitful discussions and worked out 
not only a worth while annual programme, 
but also a perspective plan for the next 
ten years. It is well that a conference of 
adult leaders of the movement such as 
this was convened not only to discuss in 
depth the problems pertaining to the 
future progress of Scouting and Guiding 
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in the State, but also to exchange views 
and prepare plans for the year as a whole, 
as also for the 80’s’’ ‘‘Planning helps in 
considering all relevant factors in advance 
and in developing a realistic programme 
of action which is result-oriented.’’ ““We 
live at atime of rapid social and economic 
changes, particularly in a developing 
country like ours. The situation in which 
we stand today is totally different from 
the position afew years earlier. So, we 
have to reformulate our plans and pro- 
grammes to suit the changed tastes and 
moods, as well as the real requirements of 
the present generation and the present 
situation in the country.”’ 


“*It is pleasant to know that the then 
State of Mysore was the first among the 
then Indian States to start Scouting. 
Government initiated Scouting as early as 
in 1917 to inculcate “‘loyalty, patriotism 
and esprit-de-corps’” among boys and 
Iam told that the first troops were 
established early in 1918 within a decade 
of the commencement of the international 
Scouting movement. : 


As a Patron of the Bharat Scouts and 
Guides, Karnataka, I am proud to learn 
that the world organisation of the Scout 
movement has expressed its appreciation 
for the fine reputation enjoyed by Scout- 
ing in Karnataka.”’ ‘‘The first All-India 
Rally was held in Nandi in December 1921 
while a State Rally had been held earlier 
in the previous year. The first Mysore 
State Scout Conference was held in 1923.”’ 


“Tt was during 1936-37 also that Mysore 
had the distinction of organising Rural 
Scouting for the first time in India. The 
Scouting Movement in Mysore enjoyed 
the powerful patronage and support of 
the then Royal House. The then Yuvaraja 
of Mysore was himself the Chief Scout 
for the State and the Chief Cub was the 
then Prince, Prince Jaya. After the 
achievement of our independence the 
Boy Scouts of Mysore became transformed 
in 1952 into the Bharat Scouts and Guides, 
Karnataka, becoming thus a distinguished 
member of the All-India Scouting and 
Guiding organisation’ and since then, 
Karnataka has maintained its distinction 
with many President’s awards and badges 
and with effective social welfare and 
shramadan camps regularly organised 
throughout the State every year to its 
credit. I am glad to learn that the third 
National Jamboree was organised in 1960 
in Bangalore in which as many as 10,000 
Scouts and Guides from all parts of 
the country participated. With such a dist- 
inguished tradition behind it, the Bharat 
Scouts and Guides, Karnataka, surely have 
a most brilliant future before them and 
I am certain that the plans that you have 
drawn up will carry you forward at as 
fast a pace as possible in that direction. 


“While in 1918, the strength of the 
Scouting movement in the State consisted 
of 85 Troops and 850 Scouts, the strength 
had grown by 1970-71 to 15,751 Scouts 
and 746 Guides. During the last ten 
years, there has been considerable 
expansion and in 1979-80, the strength 
had risen to 44,578 Scouts and 16,286 
Guides. These statistics have important 
implications. One is, that the progress 
in the growth of Guiding is a bit slower. 
Secondly, the Scouting and Guiding 
movement appears to have left uncovered 
large extents of rural areas in spite of the 


fact that this State was the first to plan 
systematically for Rural Scouting. 
The movement has not spread evenly all 
over the State. Lastly, compared with the 
massive strength of boys and girls in our 
schools, the present percentage of Scouts, 
Guides among them is abysmally low, 
being less than 3 among boys and less 
than 1.5 among girls. It is gratifying, 
therefore, that the State Scouting organi- 
sation has conceived a bold plan for an 
impressive expansion of coverage in the 
next ten years at a modest cost of alittle 
over Rs. 16 lakhs for the Sixth Plan and 
of Rs. 12 lakhs for the Seventh Plan. The 
investment is proposed mostly for the 
purpose of training Scoutmasters and 
Guide Captains, Cubmasters and Flock 
Leaders. The objective is to ensure that 
no school in the State will remain untou- 
ched by the movement by 1990-91. Iam 
sure Government will be giving these 
proposals its most sympathetic considera- 
tion. 


**The Scouting movement represents 
the largest uniformed youth movement 
in the world. It aims at fostering the 
spirit of adventure in our boys and girls, 
at building up team spirit, at strengthen- 
ing a disposition for an active life, at 
inculcating the right values at a most 
impressionable age, at instilling a spirit 
of camaraderie and of public service 
and, in short, at developing character 
and personality. The Patrol System 
helps our boys and girls to work collective- 
ly in organised groups. Outdoor activities 
such as hiking, camping, nature rambles, 
rock climbing and swimming promote 
optimum physical development and 
robust health. The development of a 
variety of skills and the cultivation ofa 
variety of hobbies instill in our boys and 
girls a sense of the dignity of manual 
labour, and a spirit of enterprise and

self-reliance, along with inspiring them 
with the thrill of creative work. The 
habit which is inculcated in them of 
doing daily Good Turns promotes 
humanitarianism of the highest kind. 
The various public service activities and 
programmes in which they are involved 
like shramadan and relief activities in 
times of floods and droughts and rural 
reconstruction work prepare them for 
rendering efficient service to society and 
to the country to the best of their abilities 
in their later years. One cannot think of 
any activity more effective than Scouting 
and Guiding as a complementary system 
of education, as it helpsto build character 
and personality and prepares our children 
and youth for their responsible role of 
citizenship in a democratic and develop- 
ing society. This is what is needed most in 
our country to-day, the preparation of the 
future generation with men and women 
of character, ability and a proper sense 
of values and with dedication and devotion 


to public service and to human welfare.” * 


I am sure that you have been render- 
ing very valuable service to the country 
in redesigning the Scouting and Guiding 
programmes as to make for the qualita- 
tive as well as for the quantitative progress 
of a most desirable movement. 


Dear friends, my wife had _ the 
pleasure of distributing the Certificates to 
the participants in this INDABA. It is now 
my pleasant duty as well as hers to extend 
to you all our most cordial good wishes 
for success in your plans for the expansion 
of the movement in the coming decade, 
as well as for redesigning the program- 
ming of the movement to make it more 
relevant so that the movement may 
facilitate the training of our youth to take 
their rightful place and play their respon- 
sible role in national development. May 
God grant you all full happiness and 
success.

The Third Indaba of Scouters and 
Guiders, Karnataka, was held from the 
12th to the 15th December 1980. 


On the 11th evening, the Director of 
the Indaba, Sri S. Audikesavalu, S.O.C. (S) 
met the members of the Indaba staff, 
A. S. O. C.s., Training Team Members 
and other Scouters and Guiders who had 
been invited to assist in the conduct of 
the Indaba and briefed them about the 


task before them for the successful con- — 


duct of the Indaba. He introduced the 
staff to the members present and explained 
their assignments.

12th December 1980 


The Indaba staff prepared themselves 
ready to welcome the participants at the 
Registration Office from 9-00 a.m. The 
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Scouters and Guiders started flocking into 
the popular Besant Park with hopes and 
aspirations and to meet their old friends, 
their trainers and others who would be 
present at the Indaba and participate in 


*all its activities. The Registration Office 
was brisk in registering the participants 
throughout the day. The Sub-Camp 
Chiefs received the members over a 
sumptious breakfast and housed them in 
their respective shelters. 


In the afternoon at 2-30 p.m. the 
participants gathered at the Open-—Air 
Theatre and the Director of the Indaba 
introduced the staff members, Sub—Camp 
Chiefs and the resource personnel. The 
programme copy of the Indaba was 
supplied to the participants and explained. 
We had some visiting Guiders from South 
Africa, USA and U.K. who were intro- 
duced to our Scouters and Guiders. The 
foreign Guiders entertained the assembly 
with songs. 


After Tea at 4.00 p.m. the partici- 
pants assembled to receive the Hon’ble 
Chief Minister of Karnataka, SriR. Gundu 
Rao. 


At-45.10 pim.  SriatRabiGundu 
Rao and Sri Kagodu Thimmappa, 
Minister for P.W.D. arrived. The State 
Chief Commissioner, Sri Kondajji 
Basappa received them. An impressive 
guard of Honour by selected Scouters and 
Guiders was presented to the Chief 
Minister. The Officers of the State 
Association were introduced. The Chief 
Minister and the P.W.D. Minister were 
taken in a procession with the Scout band 
to the Open-Air Theatre, where the Chief 
Minister was invested as the Vice—Patron 
of the Bharat Scouts & Guides, Karnataka 
State. The State Chief Commissioner 
administered the Promise to the Chief 
Minister and the Minister for P.W.D. in- 
vested him with the badge of the Vice- 
Patron. 


The State Commissioner (S), Sri V. P. 


Deenadayalu Naidu, welcomed the Chief 
Minister and the Minister for Public 
Works Department, and the assembled 
Scouters and Guiders, and the other 
distinguished guests. 


The Chief Minister in his inaugural 
address to the Indaba asked the Scout- 
masters and Guide Captains to find out 
the reasons for the tardy growth of the 
Scout and Guide movement and observed 
that though the Scout Movement was in 
existence for the past sixty years, there 
was only one Scout for every two hundred 
school children. He assured that the 
Government was prepared to assist the 
Scout organisation if it showed improve- 
ment. Sri Kagodu Thimmappa, who 
presided, called upon the Scouters and 
Guiders to dedicate themselves to the 
Movement and cautioned them against 
divisive forces in the youth movements. 
Smt. M. R. Lakshamma proposed a vote 
of thanks and the function terminated with 
the National Anthem. 


After dinner the Sub—Camps had their 
camp-fire separately. 


13th December 1980 


After inspection, flag and prayers by 
the respective sub-camps, a_ general 
assembly was held at 8.30 a.m. The 
participants were briefed by the Director 
about who is who at the State Head- 
quarters and the National Headquarters. 
The Scouters and Guiders were divided 
into groups for the sections of Cubs, 
Scouts, Bulbuls and Guides. Sri K. B. 
Nanjappa, the State Training Com- 
missioner (S) gave a brief talk about 
Programme Planning. He laid emphasis 
on planning, execution, review and feed- 
back. The following were the groups:

The Groups then started their dis- 
cussion on Programme Planning. A 
specially designed planning sheet was 
supplied to each of the participants along 
with a key-note paper prepared by 
Sri K. B. Nanjappa. Each Group was 
assisted by a Counsellor. At 11.00 a.m. 
the Scouters and Guiders were assembled 
and Sri Nanjappa reviewed the group 
discussions. The State Chief Commissioner 
and the State Commissioner (S) were then 
introduced to the participants. The State 
Commissioner (S), Sri V. P. Deenadayalu 
Naidu observed that the Scouters and 
Guiders should be up-to-date with their 
knowledge of the Scout and Guide skills. 
He emphasised that the unit leader is an 
important person and that he or she 
should implement the programme planned 
at this Indaba and also to bridge the 
communication gap between the unit, the 
District and the State. 


The State Chief Commissioner, 
Sri Kondajji Basappa, then addressed the 
participants and appealed to them to build 
up cordial relations between Scouts and 
Guides and lead them on right lines. He 
observed that some Districts were poorly 
represented. He promised that he would 
do his best to help the Scouters and 
Guiders in whatever way possible and 
requested them to take up advanced 
trainings and qualify themselves to prepare 
better Scouts and Guides. Earlier, 
Mrs. Hamida Rahman, State organising 
Commissioner (G) welcomed the State 
Chief Commissioner and the State 
Commissioner (S). 
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At 2-30 p.m. Sri K. B. Nanjappa gave © 
a brief talk on Troop meeting. There 
was a change in the progarmme. 


An open session was held later. In his 
opening talk, Sri A. D. Anandan, the State 
Secretary pointed out that our census 
figures are good, our training team is 
good and our camping centres are good 
and said that we as Scouts and Guides 
should help to build our country. He 
referred to the quantity and quality of 
Scouting and Guiding in Karnataka and 
felt unhappy about the proportion of 
President’s Scouts and President’s Guides 
in the census figures. He appealed to the 
Scouters and Guiders to improve both the 
quality and quantity of Scouting and 
Guiding. The Scouters and Guiders 
posed many of their problems relating to 
registration and renewal of units and 
warrants. They also pointed out the 
delay caused either by the State or by the 
District Associations to fulfil the require- 
ments of Scouters and Guiders. Sri 
S. Audikesavalu replied to the points 
raised by them. At 6.00 p.m. the 
Scouters and Guiders prepared to 
receive, Sris FSS 'Natayana. “Rao, 
Secretary to Government, Education and 
Youth Services Department. The State 
Chief Commissioner received the guest 
who declared open the grand Camp-fire 
at which many interesting items were 
contributed by the Scouters and Guiders. 
Sri Rao was highly impressed and in his 
yarn stressed on right type of education 
and proper training to the children from 
the early stages for which the Scout and 
Guide movement is well suited. Its aims 
are high and noble. Baden-Powell gave 
this movement a unique programme based 
on the Promise and law. The purpose of 
education is to transform human nature 
from evil to good. The message of 
Scouting should reach every home and 


“school. Money spent on such a laudable 
purpose is an asset inthe long run. We 
can afford to put off schemes like building 
dams and generating electricity, but not 
that of educating the people. He conclud- 
ed that the teachers who have come here 
from different parts of the State have a 
worthy role to play in this work. 


Sri A.D. Anandan, the State Secre- 
tary, proposed a vote of thanks and 
appealed to Sri Rao to show sympathetic 
consideration and help the Association in 
its programme of activities. He mentioned 
about the proposed 10-Year Development 
Plan of the Association and requested the 
Education Secretary to sanction liberal 
grants for the implementation of the 
project. After prayers the Camp-fire con- 
cluded. 


14th December 1980 


An impressive Scouts’ and Guides’ 
Own was organised at 7-30 a.m. All the 
participants were present at this solemn 
meeting. 


At 8-30 a.m. a conference of Scouters 
and Guiders started under the chairman- 
ship of Sri A. D. Anandan. Dr. S. B. 
Kausik, Headquarters Commissioner 
(Research and Development) and a veteran 
Scouter in our State gave a talk on the 
responsibilities of unit leaders and point- 
ed out that these are enormous. These 
leaders are the most important persons in 
the Movement and appealed to them to 
bestow their efforts to impart proper 
training to the Scouts and Guides under 
their charge. Later, as SriA. D. Anandan, 
was busy otherwise, he conducted the 
deliberations of the conference. 


Sri Audikesavalu observed that 
Scouters and Guiders should pay attention 


to correct uniform and badges and in 
raising the standard of the units, taking 
the Scouts and Guides on hikes and 
camps and providing them with interesting 
programmes. 


Smt. Hamida Rahman gave a brief 
talk about Fund-raising. She emphasised 
the various methods of raising funds 
for the effective running of units. Funds 
are essential, but they should not be a 
problem. 


Sri M. Halagappa spoke about the 
criteria for honorarium. He referred to 
the procedure followed by the State 
Headquarters and suggested that Scouters 
and Guiders should evolve a common 
procedure in their group discussions. 


Major M.R. Narayan Singh presented 
a paper on ‘“‘Community Development 
and Community Service’’ and the role 
played by Scouts and Guides in this 
respect. Copies of the paper were distri- 
buted to the participants. 


The participants were divided into 
groups and each group was assigned a 
problem for discussion. 


1. Raising the standard of the Scout 
and Guide units. 


2. Fund-raising for the units. 


3. Procedure for payment of 
honorarium. 


4. Various badges that could be 
instituted through which the 
Community Service and Develop- 
ment work could be undertaken. 


At 11-30 a.m. a plenary session was 
held. The groups presented their reports. 
Dr. S. B. Kausik who chaired the session 
referred briefly to the reports and the 
session concluded. 


Sri Audikesavalu appealed to the 
participants to contribute liberally 
towards the busts of Lord and Lady Baden- 
Powell proposed to be installed at Besant 
Park in the near future. 


The Valedictory function: The Finale 


His Excellency the Governor of 
Karnataka, Sri Govindnarain and Smt. 
Chandragovindnarain arrived at Besant 
Park at 4-15 p.m. He was accorded a rous- 
ing reception with an impressive Guard 
of Honour. He reviewed the Scouters and 
Guiders at the parade and went round 
the Besant Park Camping and Training 
Centre. Later, at the assembly Smt. 
Chandragovindnarain gave away the 
certificates. The Governor in his speech 
mentioned the place of Scouts & Guides 
of Karnataka on the international map 


and praised the Association for its work « 
and service during the past many decades. 


He said that he was pleased to note 
the activities of the Association from 
time to time. He welcomed the develop- 
mental programme undertaken by the 
Association and was happy that the 
Government of Karnataka was helping 
this organisation in all ways. He wished 
the members of the Bharat Scouts & Guides 
of Karnataka a bright future. 


Sri V. P. Deenadayalunaidu, State 
Commissioner (S) proposed a hearty vote 
of thanks to Governor and Smt. 
Chandragovindnarain for visiting the 
camp site and meeting the Scouters and 
Guiders on the final day of the Indaba 
which ended a very successful gathering 
of the Scouters and Guiders of the State.

We recard with deep sorrow the passing away on Ist December 
1980 of Sri Kengal Hanumanthaiya, former Chief Minister of erstwhile 
Mysore State (now Karnataka), during the tenure of which office he was 
President of the Karnataka State Association of the Bharat Scouts and 
Guides. An erudite speaker, astute politician, able administrator and 
a strict disciplinarian, he was a colourful personality and served his home 
State of Mysore (Karnataka) with great distinction. 


Sri Hanumanthaiya served as a member of the Union Cabinet, 
first as Minister for Law and Social Welfare and later as Railway Minister. 
He was also a member of the Administrative Reforms Committee and 

succeeded Sri Morarji Desai as its Chairman. He was at one time a 
nominated member of the Permanent Court of Arbitration at the Hague 
in the Netherlands. He made significant contributions to the labour 
movement in the country. 


The imposing Government Secretariat building in Bangalore, 
the Vidhana Soudha, of which he was the chief architect, stands as a 
monument to Sri Hanumanthaiya’s vision, as a man of courage and 
determination. 


We offer our heartfelt condolences to the members of the 
bereaved family. 


Governor’s 


Address at the Reception to the President’s Scouts and 


President’s Guides at Raj Bhavan, Bangalore 
on 22nd November 1980 


My wife and I are very happy to 
participate in this very pleasant function 
this morning. I am delighted to hear 
from Major Narayan Singh that the tasks 
that all the Guides and Scouts who have 
deserved the President’s Badge performed 
during the last few years have been most 
arduous and commendable. I congratulate 
all the Guides and Scouts who have 
succeeded in achieving their target and 
winning the President’s Badge which is for 
Scouts and Guides the highest award. 


From the report by Major Narayan 
Singh, I could gather that besides the two 
compulsory projects, there are also three 
optional projects which Guides and Scouts 
can take according to their choice and 
you have to achieve success in all these 
projects and you are closely watched. 
I am, therefore, very happy that all of you 
have succeeded and it is indeed for Guiding 
and Scouting a very proud day that you 
have achieved this honour. I want to tell 
you on this occasion that this is the 
beginning. You should not feel that you 
have reached the goal. This is the 
preparatory stage. I have always attached 
the highest value to Scouting and Guiding. 
My wife had been a Guide in her days and 
I have aiso participated in Scouting, and 
later on in what is now called the N.C. C. 
It used to be called the University Training 
Corps at that time. So I know the value 
of this training and I know the value of 
this preparation, which in my judgement, 


to 


is essential for all boys and girls. I wish 
we could have the means and the resources 
that in all the schools and colleges, in all 
the training institutions in the country, 
one form or the other, Scouting and Guid- 
ing, N.C.C. and so forth could be made 
compulsory. But unfortunately at the 
moment it is confined only to a small 
fraction of willing boys and girls. I am 
happy that you are among those willing 
boys and girls who have chosen Scouting 
and Guiding. I can assure you that 
whatever you have learnt, whatever you 
have done, will always be a part of your 
lives and will always be good for you 
in your future. The country to-day needs 
plenty of this type of training, preparation 
of the young boys and girls for the large 
tasks that the country is faced with and 
this age of preparation is one of the most 
important periods. Take for example the 
vastness of this country, being divided into 
a large number of States, each having its 
own language, its own culture, its own 
food habits, its own dress. These are 
the things which we see as points of 
differences. But do we go to look 
only for points of differences? Certainly 
not. We go to look for points of 
similarities, the points of commonness. 
We are all bound by the some destiny. 
We are all integrated through some silent 
thread which runs throughout the people 
of India, and which has been running in 
our blood stream for thousands of years. 
On account of this an Indian, whatever may 


be his State, whatever may be his language, 
whatever may be his food habits, he finds 
at home or in any part of the country, he 
has the same sentiments, the same feelings, 
the same emotions and this tradition has 
been going on for centuries. Now, through 
this training of yours, the training in 
Guiding and Scouting, I would like you to 
concentrate on this thought and to help in 
the achievement of oneness of the country, 
the integration of the whole country, the 
thinking in terms of commonness, a 
common brotherhood, belonging to the 
same great nation as {ndians, Indians first 
and anything else afterwards. At the pre- 
sent moment, we have plenty of struggles, 
the problem of unemployment which is 
confronting us. Both the Government, as 
also the people are striving hard to create 
more and more avenues of employment 
and I would like to tell you to-day that 
there is no occasion for being disheartened 
or frustrated. There is plenty of scope 
being created in the country for self- 
employment. I have been suggesting to all 
the Universities and the Colleges to have 
some guidance cells where teachers should 
be able to guide the students about what 
subjects they should take, what avenues of 
employment there are in the various lines 
and what possibilities there are for a girl 
or a boy who _ has completed the 
educational period. Then again the 
teachers’ councils could advise him or her 
about the vocations or about jobs or the 
facilities that are available in the country. 
We must face this problem, but I am sure 
as time passes and your turn comes things 
will be much better than what they are 


to-day. 


Another thing I would like to tell you 
on this occasion is that it is some 
disappointment to me to see that the 
number of Guides is much less than that 
of Scouts. I would like more and more 


girls coming forward to participate in all 
these activities, whether it is Guiding, 
N.C. C., or any other social work which 
is organised by any institution. Half the 
population of the country, inany country, 
is that of women, but women become only 
silent partners so that the rate of progress 
will be only half if half of the population 
is not participating. This is not what is 
intended. Modern thinking is that women 
must have all the facilities and all the 
opportunities that are opened up in the 
country for men in the same manner as for 
anybody else. So the parents also must 
encourage their girls to receive education 
along with boys. The percentage of 
education among women is much less than 
the percentage among men. That is what 
should not be. Similarly the participation 
inall the activities should be the same and 
I would like to see a day in Karnataka 
when there will be equal numbers of 
Guides and Scouts participating equally 
in all the functions, in all the activities 
and inall the projects, and capturing an 
equal number of President’s badges. Even 
thereafter, I would like girls to participate 
equally in all subsequent activities of their 
lives. Unless all the women of India come 
to realise this and participate equally with 
men in everything, the rate of progress in 
this country will remain slow. Wedo not 
want it to be slow, we want the country to 
advance much faster and this will be 
possible only when women also start 
marching shoulder to shoulder with men. 
All of you have a bright future before you, 
of that I am sure and with God’s help, let 
us hope that all of you will achieve that 
bright future. Both my wife and I give 
you all our blessings and good wishes for 
success in your endeavours, in whatever 
you plan to do and do them wisely, do 
them well.

National Integration 


This is a subject of very great topical 
interest and nationalistic importance. 
Any one who has got the welfare of the 
nation at heart can never keep quiet but 
will do something or other for its welfare 
and progress. That is also the same case 
with every national organisation and not 
only with the individual. Scouting being 
a national movement with its vast host of 
members, workers and officers entirely 
recruited from the ranks and files of 
the Indian society feels convinced that it 
has got a bounden duty to make its own 
contribution towards the solidarity and 
prosperity of India. It is quite obvious 
that this sort of conviction is also 
exactly in line with the first item of the 
Scout Promise of doing one’s duty to 
one’s own country. 


In this context, we will do well to 
ponder over what great statesmen, 
philosophers and reformers have suggested 
to us for the fulfilment of our national 
objective. They all concur in one opinion 
that there are two practical ways of 
approaching our problem which are both 
emotional and cognitive in principle. It 
is for this reason that the late Dr. 
S. Radhakrishnan, a former President of 
the Indian Union observed in the course 
of his Convocation address to the students 
of the Osmania University at Hyderabad. 

‘We are yet to cross the bar and the 
horizon is dim and dark. To embark 
upon the bar can be possible Only if we 
get ourselves emotionally integrated and

intellectually conscious of this kind of 
national integration’’. 


The quotation means simply two 
things. We must have Emotional Integra- 
tion. Every one of us must know and 
realise that the solution for our national 
problem lies only and positively in that 
direction. 


It is most remarkable how the Scout 
Movement has taken a due note of the 
practical advice of our patriotic President 
and ventured on very practical and 
interesting programmes based on the twin 
principle of Emotion and Cognition. 


Emotional Aspect : 


Most of us are aware of a series of 
National Integration Camps being conduct- 
ed by the Scout Movement in different 
parts of our country. It is noteworthy 
that our young men and boys of different 
denominations take a jolly good and 
enthusiastic part in these outdoor gather- 
ings. They all eat, sleep and live together. 
They work and play together, forgetting 
all the man-made differences of castes, 
creeds and languages and sharing the joy 
and romance as well as the trials and 
difficulties of the open air life. There is 
no doubt that such voluntary, humanistic 
and emotional exercises go very far to 
conjure up a healthy and happy atmos- 
phere of friendship, brotherliness and 
comradeship which would all last till the 


end of our lives as testified by the Scout 
experience. 


Cognitive Aspect : 


Looking into the actual programmes 
carried on in these special and extra- 
ordinary camps, we can easily see how 
the campers let themselves go and enjoy 
rehearsing or demonstrating their local 
songs and dances, rites and rituals, 
customs and manners, plays and dramas, 
in which they all take part with a certain 
amount of delight and pride, while, at 
the same time, finding opportunities of 
getting into closer and closer comradeship. 
Then again, what about the charts, maps, 
snaps and pictures and paintings of their 
own localities and other places in India, 
which are allon display in the camp? 
Such camp activities as these would 
certainly play a powerful and dynamic 
role in the promotion of cultural and 
intellectual understanding of the different 
sections of our Indian nationality. Under- 
standing of one another and one another’s 
points of view is a most important factor 
in the up-building and promotion of the 
social cohesion leading on to the national 
integration, though not all at once. All 
Scout camps are very well calculated to 
subserve this national purpose. 


A word or two may also be said here 
about the triennial gatherings of Scouts 
and Guides at the country-wide level 
which are called National Jamborees. On 
an average 17 thousand boys and girls 
representing the different States and 
territories in India attend these mammoth 
and extra-ordinary camps, spending very 
joyful and memorable days for over a 
week and putting into practice, uncon- 
sciously perhaps, the great religious 
principle of Brotherhood of Man. In fact, 
such camps offer naturally unique 


Opportunities for Scouts to realise and 
practise their Fourth Law, which is rightly 
declared as the Law of Brotherhood, 
National and International. 


Unity in Diversity : 


Hiking with a purpose which looms 
very large in the Rover Scout programme 
is best conducive to inculcate and develop 
in youth the love of their country anda 
spirit of integration of different com- 
munities. Rover hikes and expeditions 
are invariably involved in a definite 
object of the study and observation of 
such subjects as Nature, communities and 
their economic conditions, their cultural 
and educational standards and also the 
hygienic and sanitary ways of living. In 
particular, when they meet and come 
into contact with different people of 
various and varied tastes, habits, castes 
and languages and when they get over 
huge mountains and long waterways which 
all look like insurmountable barriers, it is 
indeed a matter of course that they 
cannot but imbibe a spirit of sympathy, 
affinity and love of their native land and 
its people, which would all positively 
but gradnally serve as the inevitable bases 
for patriotism or rather nationalisim 
and national integration. Diverse and 
varied barriers, either artificial or natural. 
do not matter at all. It is impossible for 
them to stand and withstand the Rover 
hikes and expeditions as exemplified in 
the daily life and practice of Scouts. It 
is not hyperbolic to say that Scout camps 
and hikes goa long way to prove the 
eternal law of Unity in Diversity, which 
was the favourite slogan of our late 
Prime Minister, Pt. Jawaharlal Nehru 
who was himself a famous hiker in his 
younger days. The spirit of this slogan

Pack Holiday 
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We are happy to publish the following 
two articles on the Holiday Camp held recently 


in Mangalore, contributed by two Cubs of the 


Home School Pack in Bangalore 


1. What can we tell about the Pack 
Holiday? That it lasted for four days? 
That some 700 Cubs and Bulbuls from all 
parts of the State attended it and all we 
kids were treated to fine food during the 
period? These are mere statistics and 
cannot fully describe the emotions that 
swept through us during those four 
memorable days. 


I remember my joy when my teacher 
told me that I was selected to represent my 
school along with five other friends and I 
remember the scene at the bus station 
where all of us had collected to board the 
bus. It was raining that evening and the 
weather was damp and soggy, but compl- 
etely out of tune with the weather were 
our spirits when I was to embark on my 
first trip on my own without the loving 
care of my parents. A spirit of adven- 
ture prevailed at the bus station and a 
touch of sadness also as we were saying 
goodbye to our parents. 


On reaching Mangalore the next 
morning, we were lodged at the St. 
Aloysius College. The premises were 
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comfortable and overlooking the sea. 
Next we assembled for the Grand Howl. 
In the evening there was a formal function 
when the president and the others spoke 
on the Cub movement. The next morning 
we marched through the streets on a route 
march. We were tired at the end of it and 
we were allowed to rest.

In the afternoon we 
were taken to the harbour and beach. In 
the harbour we were taken aboard a ship 
‘‘Jalakanta’’ and shown the engine room 
and the other parts. Then we went to the 
beach and had a gala time there. 
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On the 14th also we had a nice time, 
It was Children’s Day. The next day some 
games—-Mini Olympics—were held. Claps 
came from the crowd when the Mini 
Olympic Flame was lit. Dr. Jathanna, 
the District Commissioner supervised it.

Before 
completing this, I should thank Miss 
Madappa, our Principal for permission to 
send us there and our teacher Mrs. Shantha 
for the trouble she took for our welfare 
and also all the elders at the camp.

A FINE LEADER GOES 
HOME 


The Rt. Rev. R. W. Bryan 


We record here our deep sorrow 
at the sad demise of a great Scout, 
the Right Reverend R. W. Bryan, 
known by his jungle name to the 
members of the Movement as 
BROWN TIP. We learn he died ina 
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British Military Hospital in Hong 
Kong as a result of cancer of the 
vertebrae. It is also learnt that he 
was born in the Punjab and spent all 
his six decades, less twelve years, 
outside the country. A recipient of 
the Silver Elephant in 1966, a great 
stalwart in Cubbing has gone home. 


Rev. Bryan had profound know- 
ledge of Cubbing with practical 
experience in running a Cub Pack. 
Besides running training courses in 
India, he also conducted Cub courses 
in Ceylon (Sri Lanka), where too he 
was held in high esteem. He wrote 
a series of articles in the CEYLON 
TIMES, which was eventually pub- 
lished in book form, Wolf Cubs by 
Brown Tip, and priced at only Re. 1/- 
acopy. He also published articles 
under the heading ‘‘Discipline in the 
Cub Pack’’, which the then Imperial 
Headquarters in London appreciated 
so much that it brought out these 
articles under the Gilcraft Series, 
“Wolf Cubs, by Brown Tip.’’ In 
India this book has been brought out 
by the National Headquarters as ‘‘A 
Handbook of Cubbing’’, the first 
Indian edition, up-dated, of the 
Gilfract series, a very helpful and 
useful book for Cubmasters. 
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We have been writing lately about leadership in the Movement and its importance 
at various levels in the organisation. At the level of the Units where the Movement is in 
touch with the boys and girls, this leadership is of utmost importance; in fact it is 
fundamental to their healthy development in body, mind and spirit and Scouting and 
Guiding are only a means, a game for them, to achieve this purpose. 

We have come a long way since B.-P. gave us Scouting and Guiding and, 
although they must continue to remain, as the Founder would have them, a game for the 
boys and girls to play with, the Movement as a whole has tended to become more and 
more elaborate and complex over the years in order to keep pace with the rapidly changing 
times. 

In the heirarchy of Commissioners, the most misunderstood and perhaps also the 
least appreciated is the category of Headquarters Commissioners. While we are clear 
about the functions, responsibilities and jurisdictions of such ranks of Commissioners as 
are involved in the affairs of the District and Local Associations, there appears to be some 
lurking suspicion, at least in some quarters, that the Headquarters Commissioners, both 
at National and State lavels, are a kind of a courtesy creation, a means to enlarge the 
bulk of the ex-officio block, to add to the official group on councils and committees, to 
strengthen the so-called treasury bench. Nothing can be farther from truth than such a 
notion. Headquarters Commissioners are appointed for specific purposes and functions as 
-mentioned in the warrants of their appointments; they are persons who possess specialised 
or up-to-date knowledge in the areas of their work or specialiasations, and are attached 
to the Headquarters in the capacity of advisers, not only for the main branches of 
Cubbing, Scouting or Rovering and in respect of Bulbuls, Guides and Rangers 
but also for other specific purposes which have a bearing on our image 
as the largest uniformed youth movement in the country. For instance, the Headquarters 
Commissioner for Cubs is a person holding this warranted rank, who has up-to-date 
knowledge of this section and can look after its interests in the wider context of the whole 
Movement and may offer such advice as the Headquarters may need from time to time. 
Or again, take the case of a Commissioner who has the requisite knowledge and the 
means and abilities to present the image of the Movement, not only to the public at large, 
but also the other youth organisations having the same or similar objectives to fulfil; in 
other words, to communicate with the public and with such other youth organisations, to 
do all other things for the welfare and healthy relations of the Movement by such media 
of communications as may be available to us from time to time. These are Headquarters 
Commissioners for Public Relations; and so on with the other ranks too. 

To sum up, Headquarters Commissioners are a Class of Commissioners at National 
and State Headquarters who have an important role in our organisational set-up as leaders 
in respect of specialised areas of work, to contribute, as such, towards taking the 
Movement forward by suggestions and advice which they may tender to the Headquarters 
as and when required; thus their work may become more meaningful and significant when 
viewed against an academic backdrop of their role as knowledgeable persons in their fields 


of work. 


Loving and Serving God

The other day | was talking to a friend 
about a recent Wood Badge Course she 
had just completed and the sessions she 
had developed and shared with the partici- 
pants. 


One of those sessions was on the 
Subject of the principles of Scouting, and 
in identifying the first principle that ‘‘Man 
must, to the best of his ability, Love and 
Serve God,’’ she was surprised to learn 
that in the first place few of the participants 
even knew Scouting had a set of principles 
and in the second place that Loving and 
Serving God was one of them. 


Many of the participants said that no 
mention of God had been made when they 
were recruited ; a few said they knew that 
God was mentioned in the Promise but 
didn’t know they were Supposed to do 
anything about it. 


it is reasonable to suppose that some 
of those participants may not have had a 
formal ‘'introduction to Scouting,’’ and 
therefore would not have had the benefit 
of an explanation of the principles, or that 
each program section has its own promise, 
Or that leaders in Scouting are expected to 
make a promise when they join and uphold 
the principles while they are members and, 
hopefully, afterwards as well. 


It's also possible that some did Pattici- 
Pate in an “‘introduction to Scouting’’ and 
In the rush of discussing many other things 
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the significance of Loving and Serving God 
simply didn’t register. 


It's also reasonable to suppose that 
as trainers putting together sessions for a 
variety of courses, serving the needs of 
many different people; or as service team 
members, making those initial contacts or 
working with people on-the-job; or as 
section leaders working with boys and 
young men and women, this area of 
Scouting is seen as ‘‘difficult’’ to deal 
with and isn’t dealt with at all. 


Well my friend, in making me aware 
of the situation she found, caused me to 
do some thinking about how we approach 
God in Scouting, or indeed how many of 
us do. Obviously this is a key principle 
we should do something about and, as 
trainers, we have a duty to see that those 
who came into Scouting—boy, youth or 
adult, benefit from whatever insights, 
explanations and action we can share with 
them in this regard. 


| said earlier that this area of Scouting 
(and | might have said life) is seen as 
difficult to deal with and | know that for a 
leader working with young people or for a 
trainer working with adults, differences in 
denominational background can cause 
hesitation in talking about God in even 
the most dedicated. 


However, we don’t have to do it on 
Our own. Group chaplains are usually 


ready, willing and able to support us in 
dealing with this area and be they Pastor, 
Rabbi, Minister or Priest will either 
personally provide spiritual guidance for 
the members or show and tell Scouters and 
trainers how Loving and Serving God can 
become an integral part of our Scouting 
life 


For groups that do not have a chaplain, 
many spiritual leaders are available to pro- 
vide us with resources and many lay people 
would also be ready to help if asked. 


In thinking further about Loving and 
Serving God, It occurred to me that as 
trainers and leaders in Scouting there are 
a great many opportunities to talk about 
God and to talk with God. | wonder how 
many boys are aware that when we have 
an opening or closing prayer we are really 
talking with God. As leaders, you could 
tell them from time to time that is exactly 
what we are doing and perhaps with that 
realization prayers would not be just 
something we have to do before we get to 
the games. 


Or with the saying of grace—parti- 
cularly those we say together—| wonder 
how many realize that we are really asking 
to be blessed by God when we say some- 
thing like ‘‘Bless this food and us to Thy 
service, oh Lord.’’ Too often grace becomes 
a race to be completed as quickly as 
possible before the soup gets cold | 


Then too, consider that prayer need 
not always be said at the opening or 
closing periods of a meeting. Perhaps a 
spontaneous prayer on a hike or seeing 
some of God's creative works like a 
sunrise. or clear lake water or snowcapped 
mountains, or a prayer offered after binding 


up a scuffed knee following an outdoor 
game, praying for a speedy recovery. 


It is essential of course that leaders 
believe in the value of prayer and are 
committed to making prayer alive and 
important in the section program. One 
way of doing so is to make up prayers or 
have boys make up prayers to suit parti- 
cular occasions. This might be a collective 
event stimulated by asking ‘‘What do you 
think we should say to God tonight; on 
this hike: or because John is sick?” 


To the newcomer to Scouting and in- 
deed to some who have been in Scouting for 
a while, Loving and Serving God my seem 
like a formidable task when one comes to 
interpreting its meaningful ways. It is 
necessary of course to consider the age 
group one is working with and talk about, 
and with God at a level each can under- 
stand. In groups where boys are of more 
than one denomination, care must be taken 
not to offend or appear to be converting 
in any way. 


But having said that, let me offer the 
thought that opportunities exist in so many 
ways to help young people and older people 
too, witness a more clear understanding 
of what it means to Love and Serve God. 


Service has always been a part of 
Scouting and serving others through all 
manner of projects such as Christmas gift 
packages, visiting the sick and elderly, 
raising funds for a wheel chair, shovelling 
the walk of someone less able, or raking 
leaves on the church lawn, are all ways of 
Loving and Serving God.

Pioneers of Guiding 


Agnes Baden-Powell

Agnes Baden-Powell, sister of our 
Founder Baden—Powell, was born in 1865, 
the only daughter of Reverend Baden- 
Powell who was a Professor in the 
University of Oxford and Henrietta, daugher 
of Admiral William Smyth. Agnes learnt 


many things from her brothers during their . 


school holidays, but, unfortunately, she 
could not join them in all the adventures, 
because in those days girls. were not 
permitted to go out camping and hiking. 
So she had to stay at home and learnt 
instead to sew and knit, in both of which 
she became so proficient that she was 
elected President of the Queen Mary’s 
Needlework Guild. 


Agnes was also interested in natural 
history and learnt a great deal about trees 
and flowers, birds and beasts. She kept 
bees in her home and the honey that was 
produced won appreciation at many local 
shows. The bees would construct the 
honey-comb in various shapes as the owner 
fancied, a special one being the ‘‘honey 
bicycle. *’ 


Agnes Baden-Powell took part in the 
exciting game of bicycle polo with her 
brothers, playing the game in her long 
skirt. She was thus a pioneer in this 
because girls could not take part in out-door 
games, except in gentle tennis. 


During this period when the young 
enterprising girls were determined to 
become Scouts like their brothers, there 
was a good deal of parental opposition. 


It was thought it was dreadful that girls 
should march about in uniform, and the 
mothers did not want their gentle daughters 
to be turned into ‘‘tomboys.’’ Agnes was 
then over forty years and Baden-Powell 
suggested to her that she might run a Sister 
Organisation for the girls. Agnes was a 
very gifted and clever person. She formed 
a small committee of her elderly friends, 
but their ideas were based on old fashioned 
women’s organisations. She wrote a 
handbook on the model of Scouting for 
Boys under the title ‘‘How Girls can help 
the Empire’’. But the girls were not keen 
about this and so Baden—Powell re-orga- 
nised the whole scheme. A new committee 
of younger women was formed, with 
himself .as chairman and Agnes as its 
president which position she held until 
H.R. H. Princess Mary took over in 1920. 
Agnes became the Vice-President which 
she was until her death in 1945. 


As she grew old and the activities of 
the new organisation of Girl Guides became 
more and more varied, the Founder's wife 
took over as the head of the organisation 
as Chief Guide, but Agnes continued her 
keen interest in the Movement and often 
visited camps and rallies, still in her original 
uniform with a broad-brimmed Guide hat. 
She died at the age of eighty. Baden- 
Powell paid a warm tribute to his sister for 
having brought the Association of Girl 
Guides triumphantly through exciting and 
difficult times. All Girl Guides owe Agnes 
Baden-Powell a great debt of gratitude 
for her big share in the game of Guiding. 


S.C.C. on Tour 


SB. RAG STAG 


On a whirlwind tour extending over a 
period of five days, the State Chief 
Commissioner, accompanied by the State 
Organising Commissioner (S) Sri S. Audi- 
kesavalu and the Headquarters Commis- 
sioner for Research and Development 
Dr. S. B. Kausik, visited some District and 
Local Associations during the last week 
of September 1980. The itinerary beginn- 
ing on the 27th September included brief 
halts at Hassan, Sakleshpur, Chikmagalur, 
Shimoga, Gadag, Hospet, Gangavathi, 
Raichur and Bellary. At Hassan, the 
meeting of the members of the District 
Association presided over by the Deputy 
Commissioner Sri Betkerur was an occa- 
sion to discuss some of the details of the 
working of the District Association, especi- 
ally of its role in the forthcoming 
Mahamasthakabhisheka of Sri Gomates- 
wara (Bahubali) and the services that may 
be rendered by the Rovers, Rangers 
Scouters and Guiders during the month- 
long event when several lakhs of pilgrims 
would be visiting the place. It was felt 
that at least about 500 Rovers, Rangers 
and their adult leaders would be required 
to cope up with the occasion and the 
Deputy Commissioner was requested to 
include them in the service squads. 


At Sakleshpur, Hospet and Ganga- 
vathi we were able to meet some of the 
Scouters, Guiders and other lay members 
of the Local Associations and know at 
first hand some of their problems. The meet- 
ing at Gadag was of a special nature. The 


District Association had just concluded a 
training course for Scouters and Guiders 
and the State Chief Commissioner presided 
over the valedictory function which was 
attended by many of the members of the 
District Association and also many from 
the general public of the town. The 
valedictory function closed with a camp- 
fire staged by the trainees when some 
enjoyable items of display were witnessed. 


The visit to Raichur was again a 
special one to meet the District Commis- 
sioners (S and G) Dr. Sangameswar 
Sardar and Smt. Bharathi Sharma, the 
Deputy Commissioner Sri Puttarangappa 
and many members of the District Associ- 
ation, Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the 
Municipal Council and many others from 
the local public. The talks and discussions 
at the largely attended meeting centered 
round the details of arrangements to be 
made in connection with the XVII Scout 
and Guide Jamborette to be held in 
Raichur in November 1981 and it was 
heartening to hear that the local influen- 
tial people promised all help to make the 
Jamborette a great success. Later in the 
evening the State Chief Commissioner was 
the guest speaker at the Rotary Club 
meeting when he and the State Organising 
Commissioner (S) briefed the Rotarians 
on their help and services before and 
during the Jamborette. Before leaving 
Raichur we had the opportunity of inspect- 
ing the accommodation and the grounds 
for various activities, displays and shows 
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and also about temporary installations of 
water supply, electricity, food arrange- 
ments and procurement of fuel, etc. Major 
M. R. Narayan Singh who could not be 
with us all along our tour was able to join 
us at Raichur, and he could personally 
testify to the suitability of the grounds for 
staging the Jamborette. 


Our next and final halt was at Bellary 
where we met some of the members of 
the District Association and exchanged 
views on important matters.

Baden-Powell 


Dr. W. A. Barry Brown 


(7wo books have recent/y appeared, 
both featuring our Founder. We are 
printing here acritical review of one of 
the books by Dr. W. A. Barry Brown, 
Reader in Anatomy in the University of 
London. The book in question is The 
Boer War by Thomas Pakenham where 
Baden-Powell’s military achievements 
are reviewed—Editors. ) 


In these days when the heroes of our 
past imperial glories are being salvaged 
by a new generation of scholars, one looks 
suspiciously, even anxiously, at any new 
book in which the authors may claim to 
have had access to new material, be it 
recently available from the public Record 
Office, or from a package of letters found 
under late Aunt Mathilda’s four poster bed. 


In Thomas Pakenham’s book on the 
Boer War there is much that is new and of 
special interest to us. Thomas Pakenham 
writes with an in-depth knowledge and 
feel for the microcosm of historical events 
he has selected to study and provides an 
excellent balance between the popular 
beliefs of British tradition and his re- 
appraisal of these events seen in the light 
of new evidence and the re-examination 
of old sources. 


One of the most famous events of the 
Boer War and one in which Baden-Powell 
was the leading figure was the defence 
and relief of the small railway town of 
Mafeking, an outpost near the Transvaal 


border. Baden-Powell had prevented the 
Boers capturing Mafeking for two hundred 
and seventeen days when it was relieved 
by Mahon and the news flashed to the 
world, There followed an orgy of hysteria 
of a kind usually unknown to the English. 
Balfour, one of the eminent Edwardians, 
referred to Mafeking’s relief as the ‘re/ief 
from national humiliation.’ Baden-Powell 
had given back the British public its faith 
in itself. Until then the Boer War had 
gone sadly sour for the Imperial troops, 
disaster had been followed by disaster and 
there seemed no way out of the wood; 
and suddenly there was Mafeking. Baden- 
Powell was instantly promoted to Major- 
General; and for along time after was 
feted wherever he put in an appearance— 
he was our first Edwardian hero. 


In recent years accounts have appeared 
suggesting that Baden-Powell misled 
people about Mafeking, a view no doubt 
encouraged by his own inconsistencies as 
to what was achieved by his defence of 
the small town. As the years went by, 
Baden-Powell increased his estimate of 
the number of Boers that he had been 
responsible for tying down inthe siege, 
today seen as the only justification for 
the defence of the town. 


Now with Pakenham’s book, one of 
the great uncertainties about Mafeking is 
resolved for the first time; and at last one 
can understand why Baden-Powell might 
have appeared confused in his account of 
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events during subsequent years and 
varied the details of exactly what took 
place. Certainly one can explain why he 
took his cavalry to Mafeking and organised 
the town against a siege, and can answer 
those smiling questioners who asked who 
had ever heard of a cavalry officer volun- 
tarily becoming besieged and having to 
spin out his rations by eating his own 
horses ? He was, of course, acting under 
orders. 


The story is as follows. In July, 1899, 
Baden-Powell was called to the War 
Office in London when the Boer War was 
threatened and given secret instructions: 
on his arrival in South Africa he was to 
raise a thousand mounted men and be 
ready to harass the Northern borders of the 
Transvaal: in this way it was hoped to 
force Kruger, the Boer President, to climb 
down and avert the war. In the event the 
war was declared: Baden-Powell had 
been told in his secret instructions that if 
war should be declared he was to invade 
northwards into the Transvaal. On _ his 
arrival in Cape Town he called on Milner, 
the High Commissioner, the man whom 
the British Government had entrusted 
with negotiating a settlement with the 
Boers. In fact, Milner had independently 
decided that a war with the Boers 
now would avoid an even greater con- 
frontation in the years to come; and so, 
no doubt, helped by the slowness of 
communications, he succeeded in tricking 
the British Government into war. Milner 
was in a special position to give advice. 
He had already concluded that there was 
going tobe a war and encouraged Baden- 
Powell to abandon the war Office’s idiotic 
plan to invade the Transvaal. Instead he 
suggested to B.-P. thathe should defend 
Mafeking and so lure the Boers into 
attacking it; in thisway mass invasion of the 
south would be delayed. The ruse worked. 
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In the first month over 7,000 Boers under 
General Cronje encamped around Mafeking 
and so gave the British an important breath- 
ing space until the Army Corps arrived 
from England under General Redvers 
Buller. Milner’s advice to Baden-Powell 
was right; but only because Milner knew 
the likely turn of events—he, after all, was 
the key manipulator. 


A few weeks after the war was declar- 
ed most of Cronje’s forces were with- 
drawn, and the siege was put in the 
charge of the stolid General Snyman witha 
smaller force of 1,500 burghers. Arguably, 
from then on there was no question of an 
overwhelming threat to Mafeking—Mafe- 
king and Baden-Powell had already served 
their purpose. 


One should pause to ask why it has been 
such along wait before Baden-Powell’s 
secret instructions have been published. 
One can imagine that if Baden-Powell had 
been given secret instructions, he was not 
going publicly to reveal tham to anyone; 
his code would never have permitted it. 
The disobeying of those orders under the 
instructions of the wily Milner could have 
been an even greater reason for remaining 
silent. We might only have heard about 
them if Mafeking had fallen; as it was the 
defence of Mafeking proved the most 
important psychological victory of the war, 
and understandably it was in the interest 
of all the participants to allow Baden- 
Powell's original instructions to disappear 
discreetly into obscurity. 


Now that we can be confident that 
Baden-Powell was carrying out orders in 
staying on to defend Mafeking, we can 
compare his performance with what went 
on at Ladysmith and Kimberly, the other 
two major towns to be beseiged by the 
Boers. General White needlessly risked 


his army by penetrating too far north across 
the Tugela river and had to fall back on 
Ladysmith. Kimberly, the mining town 
which supplied ninety per cent of the 
world’s diamonds, need never have been 
defended, but Milner—on the basis of the 
information from Kekewich, an_ officer 
serving inthe British Army, that the town 
could be overrun by the Boers, ordered that 
it should be. Kekewich was appointed 
Commander of the Garrison. 


Baden-Powell had _ sustained the 
morale of the Mafeking garrison by cheery 
resourcefulness. He demonstrated to the 
world British pluck at its best in the face 
of adversity. Kekewich on the other hand 
was a serious, painstaking soldier, who 
managed in the space of a few weeks to 
prepare Kimberly against a Boer attack; 
but he did not have the necessary sophisti- 
cation to contend with the larger than life 
Cecil Rhodes, the disgraced ex-Prime 
Minister of the Cape, who felt free to act 
independently of the Garrison Commanding 
Officer. Unknown to Kekewich, he sent 
alarmist messages to the C-in-C, Sir 
Redvers Buller, implying that in the garrison 
the situation was serious and Kimberly was 
about to fall to the Boers. Two months 
later the arrogant Rhodes was sending even 
more outrageous messages, this time to 
Roberts, who had succeeded Sir Redvers : 
‘Make the relief of this town your first 
priority or! shall surrender It to the Boers’. 
It must be remembered that Rhodes, though 
a very important person, was still only a 
civilian. It was under pressures like these 
that General French’s cavalry was des- 
patched poste haste. French galloped off 
to Kimberly and in the process so many of 
the horses died or were exhausted that the 
cavalry division was virtually destroyed; 
and all because of one histrionic and 
egotistical man, whose threats to surrender 
Kimberly distorted the whole conduct of 


the war, leading to the destruction of what 
would have been one of the most effective 
weapons against the mobile Boer—the 
trained cavalry man. 


The siege of Ladysmith also should 
never have happened. Before the C-in-C, 
Sir Redvers Buller, had set out from 
England to take up his command, he had 
warned that to garrison Ladysmith was to 
invite disaster; but unfortunately the 
Secretary for War would not listen to him. 
White became trapped in Ladysmith and, 
as a consequence, some of the bloodiest 
fighting that the British Army had ever 
known occurred, just to rescue White from 
the consequences of his mistakes and mis- 
judgment. 


Of all the besieged towns. Mafeking, 
under Baden-Powell was to be the least 
costly in lives lost and resources expended 
in attempting to relieve it; and as an in- 
calculable bonus, Baden-Powell, know- 
ingly or not, had by his perky messages 
built up the war's first real drama and 
given Britain her first significant victory 
against the Boers. 


Unfortunately, associated with the 
war in Africa, was a very sinister chapter, 
in many ways far more disagreeable than 
the bloody baitles in which British and 
Boers died—they at least died as a conse- 
quence of their Government's manipula- 
tions reflected in the varying skills of their 
military leaders and fighting soldiers. 
Though there is no satisfaction to be 
obtained in claiming that many soldiers on 
both sides died through mis-understanding 
and bad judgement, it was at least 
bungling at the hands of their own country- 
men. Not so for the Africans, who were 
dragged, bewildered, into this war of 
greed, and who suffered at the hands of 
both the British and the Boers. Through- 
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out the war area the Africans had their 
farms looted, their towns burnt, their 
families expelled, and unknown numbers 
were killed, or died from the direct conse- 
quences of this war. 


It makes horrific reading and nobody 
comes well out of the tale: not Milner, the 
Queen's chief representative in South 
Africa, who said: ‘you only have to 
sacrifice “‘the nigger’ absolutely, and 
the game is easy’. Not Jan Smuts, who 
became South Africa’s most respected 
politician, under whose responsibility many 
innocent Africans were murdered, not 
Baden-Powell, who starved and forced 
many of the Africans out of Mafeking 
knowing that they might be flogged or 


killed by the Boers. Not Kekewich and 
Rhodes, under whose care ten thousand 
Africans received no meat or vegetables 
and among whom five hundred died from 
scurvy. The list is endless. The Europ- 
eans in Africa must jointly accept respon- 
sibility for the atrocities perpetrated against 


the Africans.

The Chitradurga District Association

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At the Commissioners and Secretaries Workshop held at Davangere; 
a District group at a working session. 
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Conferences and seminars are occasions which provide opportunities for a free 
and fair exchange of views and ideas, and the less formal they are, the more purpose- 
ful they can be, because they may help to create bon homie and spread the spirit of 
goodwill and understanding among all the participants. Recently there were two such 
occasions which came off during the last days in the month of August. These were a 
meeting of the Assistant State Organising Commissioners and a Workshop of the District 
Commissioners and District Secretaries. For both these events a great deal of spadework 
had to be done and many hours of hard work put in by the team of concerned Commis- 
sioners at the State Headquarters, collecting facts and figures, sorting them out and 
preparing statistical analyses of meaningful data. The time allotted for discussions 
during the two-day sessions for the Assistant State Organising Commissioners was 
perhaps just sufficient to probe into the details of facts and keep all the relevant data, 
together with preliminary notes which they prepared, ready for discussions by the District 
Commissioners and the Secretaries of the District Associations on the third day at their 
Workshop. Anextra day for the Workshop would have, we believe, greatly added to its 
usefulness. 


Soon after the opening session in the forenoon when the District Commissioners 
and Secretaries had their briefing on the purpose of the Workshop, they assembled in 
separate groups according to the districts, and it was really a sight to watch these groups 
getting down to the task in such a thoroughly business-like manner to thrash out the 
problems and draw up a working scheme, a Ten-Year Development Plan for Scouting and 
Guiding in the State. It is hoped that something really worthwhile and tangible will emerge 
out of the discussions at the Workshop and that we may proceed next to implement the Plan 
on the basis of a systematic expansion of the Movement from the point of view of numbers, 
ensuring at the same time a qualitative improvement of the standards and grades of 
efficiency reached by our Scouts and Guides. So really the work begins hereafter and 
the months ahead should reveal to us how far the follow-up of the Development Plan 
would go in a practical way. 


Judged by any yardstick both the meetings were a great success. Brief reports 
of the meeting of the Assistant State Organising Commissioners and of the Workshop for 
Commissioners and Secretaries appear in this issue. 


All participants at the Workshop, we feel assured, were happy that they could 
come and contribute their mite to evolve a plan for development. We are also sure that 
those who could not come are sorry that they could not come. 


District Commissioners and Secretaries 


Workshop 


The District Commissioners (S and G) 
and Secretaries assembled at a Workshop 
organised by the State Headquarters at 
the Municipal Council Hall in Davangere 
on Saturday, the 30th August 1980. The 
Joint District Secretaries and the Assistant 
State Organising Commissioners (S and G) 
also participated at the sessions of the 
Workshop. 


Sri A. D. Anandan, the State Secre- 
tary acted as the Director of the Workshop 
and presided over the opening session. 
The State Chief Commissioner Sri Kondajji 
Basappa inaugurated the Workshop and, 
in the course of his opening address to the 
Commissioners and Secretaries, invited 
their attention to the fact that Scouting and 
Guiding had not reached even 1% of the 
boy-girl population in the State and 
Stressed the need for preparing and 
executing a well-drawn up plan to intro- 
duce Scouting and Guiding in every school 
in the State. He pointed out that the 
present Workshop had been organised 
with this aim in view and invited all the 
Commissioners and Secretaries to Join 
hands in implementing a Ten-Year Deve- 
lopment Plan to achieve our purpose. 


Dr. S.B.Kausik, Headquarters Com- 
missioner for Research and Development 
formally presented his report prepared on 
behalf of the Research and Development 
Cell and made brief references, in a 
comparative analysis of facts, to the 
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qualitative and quantitative aspects of 
Scouting and Guiding in the several 
Districts of the State. 


A Workshop group busy drawing up plans for 
Development 


Sri S. Audikesavalu, State Organising 
Commissioner (S) and Smt. Hamida 
Rahman, State Organising Commissioner 
(G) presented the census analysis of Scouts 
and Guides in the State and a comparative 
statement of Scout and Guide units as 
against the number of schools and pointed 
out that even a casual perusal of the 
statement revealed that we have not 
covered even 1% of the school-going 
children of different age groups. 


Next, the State Treasurer Sri K. B. 
Shanmukhappa talked on fund raising and 
suggested several ways and means of 
getting funds required for the activities of 
Scouts and Guides in the _ District 
Associations.

The strength and appeal of Scouting 
derive from the fact that the Movement 
is great fun, with outdoor camp life, and 
the scope for service to the community 
and the development of one’s own 
personality and leadership qualities. 


A world family of one of the largest 
uniformed youth force, transcending 
national barriers, the Movement is founded 
on the pledge, ‘‘On my honour, | promise 
to do my best to do my duty to God and 
my country, to help other people at all 
times, to obey the Scout-Guide law.” 


The founders of the Movement, Lord 
and Lady Baden-Powell, are no more, but 
the creative international force they trigg- 
ered lives on, with the member nations 
adapting the tenets of the Movement to 
suit their local genius. 


Inspiring the young people to realise 
their full physical, intellectual and spiritual 
potentialities as individuals as _ respon- 
sible citizens and as members of their 
local, national and International commu- 
nities, the Movement is fashioned to make 
a good Samaritan of every Scout. 


Scouting in India, dominated by 
people like Madan Mohan Malaviya and 
Annie Besant, has had its ups and downs 
and ultimately emerged as a unified force 
under the label of the Bharat Scouts & 
Guides, a national organisation sustained 
by a network of State units. 


Karnataka’s contribution to the Scout 
Movement has been acknowledged to be 
praiseworthy. Today, the State unit is a 
force of some 50,000 Scouts and Guides 
with an impressive 60-year history. 


The Movement was nurtured under 
the direct patronage of the members of 
the Mysore Royal family. The late Yuva- 
raja of Mysore, Kanteerava Narasimharaja 
Wadiyar, was the first State Chief Scout, 
while his son, later Maharaja Jayachama- 
raja Wadiyar, was the Chief Cub. 


The Movement since it was started in 
the State in 1918, has been guided by a 
long line of distinguished administrators, 
Government functionaries and men and 
women in public life, who themselves 
donned the uniform and gave of their valu- 
able time in building up the Movement. 


The Chief Minister of the day is the 
President of the State unit which is run 
on an annual budget of Rs. 10 lakhs from a 
permanent and impressive headquarters 
in the fort area of Bangalore. 


Each school should have a regular 
Scout Committee consisting of the 
Headmaster, the Sports Secretary, the 
Scoutmaster and one or two non-official 
enthusiasts. A quarter of the annual 
sports fee collections in high schools, 
middle schools and training institutions 
is required to be spent on Scouting 
activities. 


Scout Troops are exempted from pay- 
ment of charges for the occupation of 
travellers’ bungalows and _ inspection 
bungalows during tours and excursions. 
Scouters and Guiders are paid a monthly 
allowance for meeting incidental expenses. 


The Movement is_ hierarchical in 
structure starting with the tiniest of boys 
and girls (bunnys as they are called) 
upwards in graduation, from Cubs and 
Bulbuls to Scouts and Guides and Rovers 
and Rangers. 


The members of the Movement go 
through an elaborate and imaginatively 
conceived training programme. There isa 
long list of proficiency badges instituted 
with a view to developing in each boy or 
girl a taste for hobbies or handicrafts. 


The badges are not intended to signify 


that he or she is a master in the craft, for. 


Scouting is not a formal scheme of serious 
instruction in efficiency. The central idea 
is to get all boys and girls through a self- 
development process. 


One of the acquisitions of the 
Karnataka unit of the Bharat Scouts & 
Guides is the Besant Park, about 36 km. 


from Bangalore, a sprawling 102-acre 


complex which has become the nerve 
centre of Scouting camps as a training 
venue. 


A later acquisition is the Kondajji 
camp in the Chitradurga District. A land- 
mark in the history of the Movement in the 
State is the annual State-rallies, Jambo- 
rettes, as they are called. Sixteen have 
been held so far in different parts of the 
State, to provide opportunities for the 
participating Scouts and Guides to gather 
under one roof and exchange ideas and 
experiences as members of a large family.

Meeting of the Assistant State 
Organising Commissioners 


A two-day meeting of all the Assistant 
State Organising Commissioners (S and G) 
was held at the Scout and Guide Camp at 
Kondajji on the 28th and 29th August 
1980. The iwo State Organising Commis- 
sioners, Sri S. Audikesavalu and Smt. 
Hamida Rahman had planned = and 
organised the meeting which proved to 
be a great success. 


The meeting was inaugurated by Sri 
Kondajji Basappa, the State Chief Commis- 
sioner at 10 a.m.on the 28th August 
and all the subsequent sessions on both 
days of the meeting were chaired by Dr. 
S. B. Kausik, Headquarters Commissioner 
for Research and Development. The 
discussions at the sessions were ably 
guided by him and Sri K. B. Nanjappa, 
State Training Commissioner (S). 


In his inaugural address the State 
Chief Commissioner stressed on the need 
for improvement, both in quality and in 
quantity, and asked the Assistant State 
Organising Commissioners to discuss the 
problems in this context and help in draw- 
ing a Ten-Year Development Plan for the 
State to bring about all-round improvement 
and expansion of Scouting and Guiding. 


During the working sessions of the 
meeting following inauguration, the 
activities of the District Associations were 
reviewed in detail and it was felt that 


these activities were not quite adequate 
at present and the field staff should there- 
fore, exert themselves to their utmost 
to bring about more activities for the 
Scouts and Guides. In this connection 
the Headquarters Commissioner (R and D) 
presented his report prepared on behalf of 
the Research and Development Cell and 
suggested that the Assistant State 
Organising Commissioners who are the 
field staff of the Movement should explore 
all possibilities to bring about an all-round 
development of the Movement throughout 
the State. The State Organising Commis- 
sioners (S and G) next presented compara- 
tive statements and relevant data showing 
the number of schools in the State, the 
number of schools with active Scout and 
Guide units and the total number of 
school-going children of different age 
groups. A review of these statements 
revealed the fact that we have so far 
achieved only a little and much, therefore, 
remains to be done to spread Scouting and 
Guiding to all the schools in the State. 
The Assistant State Organising Commis- 
sioners were then asked to sit together in 
groups and prepare tentative plans to 
bring about the much-needed improvement 
in numbers and also in quality on the 
basis of the working data which they had 
now received at the sessions. A Ten- 
Year Development Plan of Scouting and 
Guiding was drawn up after several hours 
of discussions.

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The Advancement (Badge) System 


Baden-Powell instituted a badge 
system in Scouting because of the basic 
human desire to achieve and to be 
recognized. The pattern for achieving 
‘‘status’’ in Scouting is geared to the needs, 
the aspirations, the activities and interests 
that appear to the youth of Scouting age 
and to the nature of the group whose 
opinion is important to them. The plan 
involves a_ series of recognitions for 
achievement within the framework of the 
programme training the boy along the 
objectives of the Scout movement. Badges 
then become the stimulus for a quality 
programme and the symbols of achieve- 
ment for participating in it. This true 
learning experience highlights the values 
and attitudes of Scouting’s fundamental 
principles. Badges should not be achieved 
for the sake of quantity alone or becoming 
ends ratherthan means. ‘’Therecognition 
plan (or badge scheme) helps to attract 
the youth to the Scout Movement and 
stimulates participation in a well-rounded 
Scouting experience by appealing to their 
natural desire to achieve and to be 
recognised. It caters to individual tasks by 
providing incentives (recognition badges) 
for progressing along the lines suggested 
by the Scout's particular interests and 
abilities. The emphasis should be on 
individual accomplishment or achievement 
and/or participation in group tasks/projects/ 
work. It measures the extent to which the 
youth have been helpfully guided and 
motivated through the successive stages of 
a Scouting experience. It also measures 
the success of the Scout unit in stimulating 


youth interest and encouraging progressive 
participation in the programme. 


Principles of 
Scout Advancement 
(The Badge System) 


* Advancement and recognition are the 
natural outcome of the activities related 
to the unit and section programme. 


* Advancement is fundamentally a 
recognition of what youth is able to do, 
not a reward for what he has done. 


* Advancement is a means to the achieve- 
ment of an objective, not an end in 
itself. 


* ‘'Learning by doing” is essentially the 
Scout method. 


* Advancement is preparation to serve, 


* Advancement is motivated from within, 
not from without. 


* The personal characteristics of youth 
are an indispensable element in 
advancement. 


* Each youth progresses at his own rate 
of speed in terms of ambition, time 
and ability. 


Taking all things into consideration, 
it is desirable to retain a Badge (Advance- 
ment/Progress) Scheme in Scouting. 
However, it is necessary to examine the 
basic principles on which it is designed 
and to try to keep it in its correct perspective 
as an aid to the individual development 
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of the boy. The exact design of the 
Badge Scheme must be examined sepa- 
rately for each age group. The following 
are the characteristics of a sound Badge 
Scheme : 


Basic Characteristic of a Badge 
(Award) Scheme 


* It should be attractive and challenging 
to the Scouts. 


* |t should lead to worthwhile experi- 

ences which are not readily or suffici- 
ently available to the boy through his 
home or school. 


* |t should lead to a choice from a wide 
range of activities including oOpportu- 
nities for adventure and exploration, 
both in-doors and out-doors. 


* |t should provide a balance between 
knowledge and practical experience 
and lead to ‘‘all-round’’ development 
of the Scouts. 


* |t should encourage the full use of the 
structure and methods appropriate to 
the Section. 


Other Characteristics of a Badge 
(Award) Scheme | 


a. It should’ permit a Scout to 
enter a stage commensurate with his 
age group and his corresponding 
Capacities. 


b. It should permit a Scout to change 
his path through the scheme as his 
interests change. 


c. It should be structured so that each 
increment of achievement can be 
recognised. 


d. It should be so designed so that the 
average Scout can complete a stage 
(badge rank) within twelve to 
eighteen months. 


e. Theitems(reuqirements) in the scheme 
should be useful to the Scout-either 
directly (e. g., provide him with 
useful knowledge) or indirectly (e.g., 
widen his horizon; put him in 
situations which will help him to 
develop socially). 


f. The items (requirements) should 
involve a minimum of instruction and 
examination and place more emphasis 
on doing things, making creating 
things participating in worthwhile 
activities, going places, etc. | 


g. Many items should involve more than 
One Scout, and preferably a small 
group (patrol or ad hoc group, etc). 


h. Some items should require only active 
participation. 


i. Some items should require the boy to 
work by himself. 


j. Some items should require the attaine 
ment of an ‘‘absolute’’ standard, 
preferably one which is recognised 
by a body outside the Scout Associa- 
tion (€. g., Scout First Aid require- 
ments vis-a-vis the Red Cross or its 
equivalent organisation). 


k. Some items should have self-set 
standards. 


Advantages of Establishing a 
Badge System 


a. It provides a sense of challenge or 
tangible goals for a developing youth 
to try himself against. 


b. It provides recognition for a person in 
the eyes of his peers, and perhaps 
over a wiser society/community. 


c. It provides a cue to programming, 
provided that the scheme reflects the 
entire basis of the programme. 


Disadvantages of a 

Badge System 

a. It can become an obsession : too many 
leaders (and perhaps even among 
Scouts themselves) consider ‘‘test- 
passing’’ to be the chief aim of Scout- 
ing—which it is not. 

b. If ‘‘test-passing’’ becomes a dominant 
desire, then coaching by adults tends 
to supersede the slower way of learn- 
ing together in petrols ; thus the Patrol 
Method suffers. Scouting then 
becomes classwork instead of a 
desirable group experience of living 
and learning together. 

c. Failure to earn badges can sometimes 
make Scouts and their leaders feel 
inadequate—even if the Unit may be 


operating an interesting, purposeful 


and varied programme of Scouting 
without badge-earning incorporated 
in it. 

d. Scouting may gradually become 
equated with the skills and activities 
covered by a set of basic tests so that 
either the basis of Scouting is thereby 
IImited, or the texts must be expanded 
and thus appear unattainable. 


Test/Requirement Standards 


Some standards of achievement must 
be absolute. Absolute standards are 


necessary for some tests (e.g., those related 
to the safety of the Scout and others). 
Some standards, particularly for the older 
age groups, should be the qualifications of 
““outside’’ bodies (e. g., The Red Cross/ 
Red Crescent or St. John’s Ambulance 
Brigade, etc., vis-a-vis our First Aid re- 
quirements). Thus, the achievement 
earned by the Scout gains recognition in 
the wider sense or the world at large—not 
just within the Scout Association. 


For some standards, however, require- 
ments can be flexible and should relate 
more to the effort expended by the boy. 
Generally, an individual youth’s age 
should not prevent his participation or 
earning a given badge. Scouting must 
accept individual variations in capability, 
aptitude and physical capacities. For the 
older age groups, there would be 
advantages in having standards in some 
items which are mutually set by prior 
discussion between the (Scout) applicant 
and the (adult) examiner. It is here where 


_in most cases, the ‘‘Scout’s best’’, based 


on real effort, should be the standard. 
Some Scouts who are brighter may perform 
better than another who is not as bright. 
However, active participation must be 
required from both and from all.

From SCOUTING 
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Nation Building—An Indian Experience 


Extending about 2,000 miles from North to South and 1,790 miles from East to 
West, India with a population of over 640 million people has 14 official languages and 
1,652 dialects. Some of the major languages are Hindi, Bengali, Urdu, Punjabi, 
Gujarati, Tamil, Telugu and Malayalam. In fact each of the States in India has its own 
language and a culture that presents a mozaic picture that is affected by the different 
religions, viz., Hinduism, Jainism, Sikhism, Buddhism, Islam, Christianity and Zoroastri- 
anism. All this gives India the culture that reflects ‘‘Unity in Diversity.”’ 


To help build unity and fraternal feelings between the young people in the 
various parts of India and to give them an opportunity to understand and experience at 
closer quarters, by habits, language and cultural heritage of the areas other than their 
own, the Bharat Scouts and Guides have introduced the concept of National Integration 
Camps for the Scouts and Guides. 


Such camps are being held, three times a year at regional level for groups of 
States and which are attended by 200 to 300 Scouts and Guides from 7 to 9 States at a 
time. These camps are organised under ideal camp conditions. The Scouts and Guides 
participate in a programme that is educational, interesting and a practical manifestation of 
“Unity in Diversity.*’ 


The States represented in the camp prepare a special programme everyday, and 
this programme revolves round one particular state. The Scouts and Guides concerned 
on this day put up an exhibition of their crafts, and display some of these for the benefit 
of others. A display is given of folk songs, folk dances depicting the culture and tradition 
of the people of the State. The group prepares meals typical of their State, wears the 
costume/dress of the State and generally acquaints the fellow campers with the life, habits 
agriculture, industries, handicrafts, social customs and the language. 


By the end of the camp the Scouts and Guides through this happy experience, 
have not only gained an insight on the various facets of the life and culture of their 
brothers and sisters from other states. They have also made friendships with each other 
which they try to maintain through correspondence, 


These camps bring into reality the concept of social cohesion amongst the young 


people of different languages, social customs, and religion and help them to achieve an 
integrated national consciousness.

EDITORIAL ... 


Our Movement being, as we say, completely decentralised at all levels, it follows 
that, if the Movement shoud succeed, there should be leadership of the right sort, also at 
all levels. It should, therefore, be our prime concern to see that such leadership, which 
is otherwise hard to come by, is developed progressively through stages, not only at the 
level of the boys and girls, which it is our ultimate purpose in training them, but also at 
the level of the adults who are charged with the task of training them. 


In an article published in a recent issue of SCOUTING, the basics of good leader- 
ship are analysed and summarised. Here are the qualitatives that would go towards 
making a good leader : 

Courage, not the physical sort, but that needed to take a stand to meet the 
challenges ; 

Determination, to go forward and achieve something of value in life which is a 
series of exciting steps forward and frustrating steps backward ; 

Enthusiasm, to live enthusiastically and to see Life as a series of opportunities ; 

Example, personal example that a leader gives can work near miracles ; 

Justice, being absolutely just and fair to those he/she is leading ; 

Knowledge, agood knowledge of the task that a leader needs to have to lead 
others ; 

Loyalty, to those above him/her and to those who follow him/her; and 

Se/f-discipline, to control ones feelings, to control the tongue and the temper. 


The article concludes, ‘We encourage leadership at all levels from the Sixer 
upwards—yet many of us give it little serious thought. As you think about your Patrol 
Leaders, consider if you are giving them the right training. A Patrol Leaders’ weekend 
should give them some help in their task of leading.... If you are a District Com- 
missioner, are you actively leading the men and women in your District, or are you just 
the person who signs census forms and warrant applications? Think of the Scouts who 
have become ‘/eakage Statistics’. Was there some fault in your leadership ? Leaders are 
in short supply in this world. Are we helping to fill the gap?” 


As in the case of greatness, here too we might say— 


Some are born leaders, 
Some achieve qualities of leadership, 
And on some, leadership is thrust. 


Let us ask ourselves. Where do we, each one of us, stand?

THE AIMS OF 
WOOD BADGE 


Joseph Merton 
National Director, Boy Scouting 
Division, U.S.A. 


Wood Badge is among the most 
misunderstood, often maligned, misused 
and sometimes abused entities in Boy 
Scouting. This is most unfortunate since 
it is designed to improve the programme 
quality a Scout receives in good troop 
operation. 


Wood Badge seems to have run far 
adrift of its original purpose, which was to 
provide a tangible form of recognition 
(the Wood Badge beads) for a troop leader 
who participated in a training experience 
designed to make him more effective in 
implementing a good troop programme. 


Fortunately we are gradually awaken- 
ing to the need for use to return to the 
Original intent of Wood Badge. Evidence of 
this is seen in the efforts of the volunteer 
training committee to Clarify terminology 
and practices, and to enforce national 
Standards throughout the Movement. 


Wood Badge has been included under 
what I call ‘The AMA Syndrome”’. | hasten 
to indicate that | have high regard for the 
American Management Association and its 
Precepts. We have, under the banner of 
‘‘Leadership Development’’, evolved a 
language of alphabets, such as MOL- 
Manager of Learning, GD- Guided Dis- 
covery, GGI - Getting and Giving Informa- 
tion, TLD - Troop Leader Development and 
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brought into being such catch phrases as 


“‘Learner’’ and ‘’The Elevan Competencies 
of Leadership’’, along with misuse of the 
““ticket’’ or ‘‘contract’’. 


There is nothing wrong with the 
principles espoused by the foregoing letters 
and phrases. Our problem is that we 
became practitioners of the language of 
Wood Badge rather than its principles. It 
Seems to have been more important to 
learn the language than to apply its 
Principles toward effective-leadership. 


| know of a Scout who, upon return- 
ing from a troop leader development 
experience, described the ‘’Eleven 
Competencies’’ as the ‘‘Eleven Confide- 
nces’’. The principles had escaped him 
completely. 


Further, some of our fellow Scouters 
became involved in Wood Badge not to 
improve their effectiveness as troop 
leaders, or as trainers of troop leaders, 
or trainers of trainers, but as solely 
to begin the quest for the four beads 
of a Wood Badge course director. The 
number of bars, stars, and stripes worn by 
persons in uniform has long indicated rank 
or position. Wood Badgers are no different, 
and some seek greater recognition by the 
addition of beads. These are human 
tendencies. 


For a while, some Wood Badge 
courses were conducted completely void of 
Scoutcraft skills and many other learning 
outcomes designed for effective troop 
operation, programme, and the achieve- 
ment of the Aims of Scouting. Fortunately, 
many of our course directors recognised 
the need to teach the skills of Scouting 
and have continued to prepare individuals 
for effective troop leadership. 


Other course directors, unfortunately, 
taught only philosophies and language that 
never became vehicles for the effective 
delivery of troop programme. These same 
tendencies occurred in some other training 
courses that were offered in the past for 
Boy Scout leaders. Troop programme has 
suffered as a result of these inadequa- 
cies. 


Again, our volunteer training com- 
mittee fully recognises the need for practi- 
cal, full exposures to all of the skills required 
for troop leadership. Material has been, 
and will be, designed to fulfil the above 
objectives, Wood Badge courses are now 
being designed for troop leaders and 
trainers of troop leaders. 


- Recent surveys indicate that troops 
with well planned and well implemented 
programmes grow. Scouts become bored 
and leave troops that have poorly planned 
and poorly conducted programmes. 
Surveys also tell us that there is a trend 
toward losses in troop membership by 
Scoutmasters with five to nine years of 
tenure and extensive training, including 
Wood Badge! These trends are possibly 
an indication that some _ long-tenured 
Scoutmasters may lose their drive and 
enthusiasm, thereby producing poor troop 
programmes. Scouts also tell us that 
some Wood Badge trained Scoutmasters 
attempt lectures and classroom type 


sessions on leadership development and 
““Manager of Learning’’ at troop meet- 
ings. 


These same surveys also indicate that 
the Boy Scout programme is higly accepted 
as it is, with expressions that no more 
changes should be made. Leadership 
development is but one of the several 
programme methods used to achieve the 
aims of Scouting, and it comes about not 
through being taught as a subject, but as 
an outcome of participation in good troop 
operation. 


Wood Badgers, more than most, 
have a great opportunity to bring the magic 
of the Boy Scout programme to life for the 
hundreds of thousands of boys that join us 
annually. Yet, let us remember that boys 
who are seeking what they read in the 
Official Boy Scout Handbook will leave 
when confronted with lectures and class- 
room situations. 


Troop leaders experience training at 
many levels beginning with an orientation, 
progressing through basic, advanced and 
supplemental training. Wood Badge is 
advanced training that provides the troop 
leader with an opportunity to live the 
Scouting experience over an extended 
period of time. It is not intended to make 
counsellors, managers or psychiatrists out 
of Scoutmasters or troop leaders. It is 
intended to help them develop into leaders 
who can plan and carry out good troop 
programme. 


Boy Scout Leader Wood Badge train- 
ing is pointless unless the end result is to 
improve troop programme. Each of us as 
a Wood Badger has an_ unsurpassed 
opportunity to make troop programme the 
effective tool that it can be to help achieve 
the Aims of Scouting. 


As Wood Badgers, let us all dedicate 
ourselves to making Wood Badge Training 
the ultimate in preparing adults for effective 
troop leadership or to prepare trainers for 
Wood Badge courses designed to teach. 
troop leadership. That is truly the original 
purpose of the training experience called 
Wood Badge. 


Wood Badger or not, do exert your 
leadership in your troop, district, or council 
to make sure that troops are experiencing 
good programme as prescribed in our 
literature.

UNDERSTANDING 
LITERACY 


There are over 800 million people in 
the world who are illiterate. This is a 
fact. 


It is also true that most of these 
illiterate people are poor. They are the 
ones who suffer most from unemployment, 
malnutrition and other consequences of 
poverty, Poverty and illiteracy are thus 
closely linked. This link emphasizes the 
importance of literacy in development 
programmes that are aimed at eliminating 
poverty. Literacy can help people benefit 
from the process of development. 


But literacy is more than just a tool 
for development. 


The world is changing very rapidly. 
Growing towns, advanced technology, 
more schools, all these things bring 
change. But such changes often leave 
illiterate people behind. They cannot 
understand them; they cannot make use 
of them; they can only suffer from them. 
These changes bring a future; but it 
seems this future is for the educated, the 
rich, the towns people. 


However, this need not be so. Lite- 
racy can be the key that unlocks this 
future, that liberates illiterate people from 
the “‘tyranny of the past’’, from exploita- 
tion and from dependency, that helps 


them break out of the ‘‘vicious circle’ of 
poverty, that gives them a sense of control 
over technological progress as it affects 
them. It means the rebirth of creativity; 
it offers greater self-fulfilment. It helps 
the poor find their true role and identity in 
the future. 


As such, literacy is a human right, 
because everyone has the right to bea 
creative part of the future. 


Participation in development is a 
cornerstone of the Scout Programme. 
Therefore, Scouts cannot ignore the 
challenge that illiteracy presents to them. 
Scouts are part of a country’s greatest 
resource—its young people. They have 
energy and enthusiasm; they are flexible 
and willing to learn. Most have 
some education and are seeking to contri- 
bute to the process of development and 
nation-building. 


With appropriate training, organisation 
and support, Scouts can initiate literacy 
and post-literacy (follow-up) programmes, 
they can help to create an environment 
in which literacy can be used. This is 
especially true of those older Scouts in 
secondary schools and colleges and 
those who are working. They can help 
the people learn to read, write and calcu- 
late, to understand the situation in which

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THE 
LEFT HANDSHAKE 


Scouts and Guides know why, in our 
Movement, the left handshake is used as 
a form of greeting one another. It is said 
that the left hand being closer to the heart, 
the left handshake denotes greater cor- 
diality. Apart from this simple explanation 
there are certain other facts relating to the 
Origin of the left handshake with which 
many of us may not be quite familiar. 


A former Chief Scout of the Common- 
wealth, the late Lord Rowallan wrote about 
the left handshake in an old issue of the 
Jamboree 1948. ‘During the summer of 
1946, a young West African, named 
Djabonar, came to Gilwell Park to take 
his Wood Badge training............When the 
Camp Chief was talking about the left hand- 
shake, Djabonar told him how at the fall 
of Kumasi, the capital city of Prempeh, 
the Chief of the Ashanti people, his grand- 
father, came forward to B.-P. and held out 
his left hand. B.-P. offered his right in 
return, but the Chief said :‘’No, in my 
country the bravest of the brave shake with 
the left hand.‘’ 


the story as | had heard it. He expressed 
Surprise that a European should know about 
it. He said it was a secret of a kind of 
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Order of chivalry between the Asantehene 
and his bravest and most distinguished 
generals. 


But this left handshake is not confined 
to the Ashanti people, for | found among 
the Yorubas in Western Nigeria this same 
left handshake... At Ife, too, the left 
handshake is used between the Oni. the 
Paramount Chief and his sub-chiefs. 


There probably are other instances in 
use among other peoples of West Africa.....’’ 


The World Chief Guide, the late Lady 
B.-P. has this to say about the left 
handshake : *‘ Lord Rowallan ‘quoted what 
he had heard and here now, for you to 
hear, is what | heard and remember from 
years gone by when my husband told me 
of his experiences... Prempeh certainly 
surrendered when his capital city was 
taken, but there was no handshaking then. 


No, it was when my husband was in 
West Africa on that Campaign in 1895-96 
that he heard the legend of two tribes who 
lived next door to one another and were 
always having trouble, and even wars, 
between them. This was very bad and 
disastrous for both, with cattle thieving 
and so on. 


Then the one very fine Chief of one of 
them, realising how wrong it was, gathered 


his councillors together, and they then 
decided not to have fighting again, but to 
try to come to terms with their warrior 
neighbours. 


So when after a time the enemy came 
advancing expecting them also to advance 
and start fighting, this good army stood 
still instead of advancing to attack back. 


There was a code of honour which 
said that an unarmed man who could not 
defend himself, was never attacked. So 
this good Chief of the peace-loving tribe 
dropped his arms and walked slowly out 
ahead of his men and, after standing alone 
for a moment, walked towards the enemy, 
who had stopped with surprise at this un- 
expected turn of events and, holding out 


his left hand after flinging down his shield 
and spears, said : ‘| come unarmed and | 
hold out my left hand to you as a sign of 
friendship and trust. We are neighbours 
and should not live in enmity. From now 
on we wish to live in peace and we trust 
you to do the same and to be friends.”’ 
(From Window on my Heart : Anautobio- 
graphy of Lady B. P.) 


When the Scout Movement was 
founded B.-P. who knew that boys would 
like secret signs, suggested that we should 
have this way of shaking hands, differently 
from the ordinary way, as it denotes trust 
in one another.

they live so that they can improve it, to 
benefit from other development efforts, to 
feel strong and confident in the process 
of change. 


Literacy activities cannot be done by 
the Scouts alone; they should co-operate 
with the authorities and other organisa- 
tions. Such activities require hard work 
and commitment; they require strong 
leadership from the Scout Association. 
The Scouts will be working with people 
who have their own way of thinking and 


acting. They will have to build relation- 
ships of trust; this may take time and is 
not always easy. But it is possible. In 
some countries Scouts are already deeply 
involved. 


If the programme is successful both 
the people and the Scouts learn and 
share; together they develop a motivation 
to go on; a responsibility as citizens 
towards their own future; the confidence 
that, in their own small way, they can 
change the world.

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In the April-May 1980 issue of the magazine, speaking briefly about leadership in 
the Movement, we referred to the importance of the District Commissioner as leader of 
his/her team of Scouters and Guiders. While there is a certain glamour attached to the 
rank of a Commissioner, the Unit leader - Scouter or Guider - plays a more important and 
vital role in our organisation. In this context, it is well to remember the following 
comment in a recent issue of SCOUTING: 


‘The best job in the Movement remains the running of a Troop of Pack or Unit and 
that is where our best young pzople should be - at the coal face. When they can no 
longer lead boys there will be plenty of time for them to have a shot at leading men. 


We must get away from the idea that to make a man or woman a Commissioner is 
to give him or her some strange form of promotion. Of course it isn’t. It is just a 
different sort of job: necessary, but not half such fun as running a Troop. 


The further you get away from the boy the more senseless the interminable 
committees become. And yet, in spite of us all agreeing with this in theory, if you ask a 
man to be an Assistant District Commissioner, he will probably say ‘Yes’, if you ask him 
to be in a ‘Gang Show’, he will say ‘Yes, PLEASE’, but if you ask him to run a Troop, 
he will probably - almost certainly - say ‘NO’. 


Yet we are offering him the finest job in the whole Movement. Any draining of our 
best resources away from the boy should stop. It seems to me that we have developed 
into two Movements: the struggling Groups, some well led, but far too many pitifully 
‘led - and the magnificent public occasions.” 


The purpose of the Scout Movement is to contribute to the development of young 
people in achieving their full physical, intellectual, social and spiritual potentials as 
individuals, as responsible citizens and as members of their local, national and inter- 
national communities.

lam glad to welcome you as a helper in the Brotherhood of Scouts, and | very 
cordially wish you success and happiness in the work that you have taken up. 


You will meet with hindrances and disappointments as you go along, but if you act 
up to our motto ‘’Be Prepared’’ for these, you will see them in their proper perspective 
and thus, instead of being disheartened, you will attack them with a cheery determination 
to pull through. Tackle your job with a smile, as a sporting adventure, and you will win. 


Our work would not have half the fascination that it has if it all went smoothly, nor 
would the ultimate satisfaction of winning be half so great. The knowledge that you 
have succeeded in directing a number of young souls into the right path, in spite of initial 
difficulties, will eventually be a big reward 


You will find in the Movement a spirit of Brotherhood, without regard to social 
Standing, to which | hope you will respond. This personal touch is so helpful to all. 


Commencing it between you and myself, as | wish to do with this letter, | shall try 
to maintain it month by month through the columns of the Headquarters Gazette | only 
hope that you on your part may be inclined to respond by reading that medium month by 
month in return, for | believe that you will there find much that will be helpful to you and 
that will smoothen away many of the obstacles which might arise to threaten your progress. 


At any rate you would learn the reasons which have prompted many otherwise incompre- 
hensible measures. 


Remember too that your Commissioner represents me on the spot. He is a friend 
and adviser for you to turn to in any difficulty or doubt. 


Bear in mind at ail times that our whole aim is to put character and hea/th into the 
boys—-strength of body and mind—and in doing so, we should make the steps of training 
attractive from the boys’ point of view and that we snould teach them, more by personal 
example than by precept, how to subordinate their own individual lives in the greater aim 


of the whole, ina word, how to play the game and to play in their places, not for their 
own glory but in order that their side may win.

The success of any Pack is entirely 
dependent on its programmes and these 
depend on the time, care and the know-how 
that go into planning them. 


Two factors for Programme Planning: 


1) The material:

2) The means: 


The means are also there: Cubbing, 
with the tremendous scope and opportunity 
which has been devised and developed 
through the years and yet is sufficiently 
elastic to meet all needs and suit all 
customers. 


It is the leader's job, the job of the 
Cubmaster to put these two factors together 
in the best possible way. 


Why is it necessary ? 


If we waste time and miss opportuni- 
ties, for lack of forethought, we are 
responsible for letting the enthusiasm 
fizzie out of the boys, leading to a loss of 
interest in Scouting. 


What is needed ? 


Time and method which can only be 
supplied by you, the Cubmaster and, of 
course, the know-how and skills which 


you have acquired on the Training Cour- 
ses. 
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Time: 


It is entirely upto you to decide how 
much time you can give to Scouting, taking 
due account of the priorities of your job. 


The Skills: 


These you acquire through your train- 
ing, and will practise and perfect by trial 
and error, keeping up-to-date by attending 
local events, exchanging ideas with others 
and also by reading and attending further 
training courses. 


How to set about it ? 


First, you must fix your overall aims by 
deciding what the boys want and what you 
think they ought to do. They should enjoy 
the programme, the objectives must be 
Clearly established in your own mind and 
on paper, before you can decide on your 
methods of putting them over. 


Overa/l/ Aims: 

a) Physical Exercising the body 
and the senses. 

b) Mental Establishing fresh 


interests and stimu- 
lating creativity in 
the boys. 
Cc) Spiritual/Moral: Developing character 
and personal values. 
d) Social Fitting boys for the 
society into which 
they are growing. 


What the boys want: 


They want to make noise, to enjoy the 
physical exhilaration of running, chasing 
about and letting off steam, to have fun, 
whatever they are doing. 


As Cubmasters, you should get to know 
your boys really well and should try to cater 
to the needs and characteristics of each 
individual. If your programmes are not 
planned with every one of the boys in mind, 
some will get bored and will find their own 
sources of amusement elsewhere. 


What the boys need: 


The boys need what they want like fun, 
excitement, work and play. You have to 
give them what they need in reasonable 
proportions, and exercise proper control 
over the things they want to do. You have 
to remember that the boys are constantly 
developing and changing and what they 
enjoy when 8 years old may not be liked 
when 82. We must be sensitive to the 
subtle changes that occur as the boys grow 
up. As Cubmasters you must keep the 
balance between the challenge you present 
to the boys and their ability to achieve them. 


What are you going to do? 


You have to provide programmes for 
each Pack meeting, skilfully mixing and 
balancing the right ingredients with variety, 
to keep the boys on their toes; continuity, 
to ensure steady development and all-round 
fun, but with a purpose, progress, of course 
with any amount of imagination, in order to 
cater to the requirements of everybody. 


The Ingredients : 


Each of these in proper proportions 
should be included in every Pack meeting: 


a) Work by using the Star or Proficiency 
Badges, in orderthat something should 
be learned or something accom- 
plished. 


b) Physical activities, through games or 
strenuous activities. 


c) Sense training, through games and 
other activities. 


d) Imagination and Inspiration, by means 
of yarns, camp fires and prayers. 


e) Discipline, through training in self- 
control, orderliness and the capacity 
for co-operation. 


f) Fun, last but by no means the least. 


Work: 


There is no doubt that boys want to 
feel they are getting on. However small 
the achievement, they should be able to go 
home with a sense of satisfaction and with 
confidence for the next challenge. 


Physical activity: 


Physical activities may be the primary 
consideration but there is usually some 
other purpose, even if it is only the 
co-ordination of body and mind and 
muscle. Many games provide an opportu- 
nity to practise skills in ways which are 
fun. 


Sense training : 


We were fortunate enough to be born 
with five senses which are there for ever 
and will grow with us. These senses should 
not be neglected or even taken for granted, 
each one of them can provide a different 
form of delight. 


Imagination : 


It is the imaginative activities of boy- 
hood days which are remembered all 
through a man’s life. 


Cubmasters must be capable of trigger- 
ing off the boys imagination. An occasional 
Surprise item may enliven the whole 
programme, but it calls fora lot of planning. 


Inspiration : 


It is something so closely allied to the 
imagination that each is dependent on the 
other. Stories about the courage, unselfish- 
ness or other virtues of great men and 
women have immense potential as they help 
the Cub Scouts to think about the values 
and try to emulate their heroes. 


Discipline : 


Most boys have an instinctive respect 
for the rules and games, accepting that 
there will be no games without them. 


Fun: 


There will be fun in games, fun to find 
Out and to try, fun to do and to achieve, 
even to try again. Remember that a really 
successful programme should be fun for 
everybody, even the Cubmaster. 


Who is going to do the JOOP 


The Cubmasters should form a team 
to share the responsibility for both plan- 
ning the programmes and for carrying them 
Out. Akela as the leader of the team, 
should see to it that all have equal oppor- 
tunity. Akela should also know each one 
well enough to be able to assess their 
potential capabilities as well as their limita- 
tions. It is better that the Pack Scouters 
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should meet to discuss and to plan the 
programmes. Akela will generally be the 
architect of the plan. Suggestions and 
constructive criticism should be encouraged 
from everybody, so that the whole team 
feels that they are sharing the responsi- 
bility, first for long term planning and then, 
for the short term details, without 
confusing the two. 


Responsibility for various parts of the 
programme will usually be allocated to 
those who volunteer, though some tactful 
persuasion may be necessary at times! 
Akela must have complete faith in the team, 
and once a job has been allocated, an 
Assistant Cubmaster should be allowed to 
get On with it. 


If things go wrong—and they do for 
all of us at times Akela should feel free to 
discuss the point with the individual, help- 
ing to evaluate the problem and work out 
improvement for next time. 


As a general principle, sharing leader- 
ship means effective consultation in the 
planning and equally effective co-operation 
in the action. 


When to plan ? 


Ideally, programme should be planned 
in advance for each year, month and 
week. 


Yearly programme: 


This is little more than a skeleton on 
which the whole body will slowly be built. 
The fixed events of the year are usually 
known in advance, such as Independence 
Day, Republic Day, Scout and Guide Week, 
B. P’.s Birthday, etc. Then come the State 
level activities, District, Local and Group 
activities. (Contd. on Page 9) 


The Rope Holds Our Lives At Its Mercy |!

Paradoxical to the above statement, 
my views about the rope were far different. 
| had held it to be only one of the simple 
machinations of man, and a very poor one 
too in comparison with its other fiery bro- 
thers, like the matchbox and the knife. 


All along, | had only a hazy know- 
ledge of its uses. | have commonly seen 
it taking its place at the backyard as the 
clothe’s line and there too it is being 
replaced by plastic wires. | also use it 
while travelling. Oh! how | labour fuming 
and sweating on all fours to pack a bulging 
bedding with an unwielding rope! And if 
| succeeded in mangling a tight, untiable 
knot at the end, |! had the immense 
pleasure of adding a feather to my cap 
and became jubilant. Again, in the class- 
room when one of our enraged lecturers 
roars, “‘Go and hang yourself, for all 
| care!l’’ to the impertinent girl, | could 
always have a faint glimpse of the power 
of the rope over the dangling life below. 
Well, these are only a few of the humble 
instances wherein | associated the rope 
with our lives. 


But then on joining the Guides, my 
ideas had to undergo a thorough transfor- 
mation. When first our teacher gleamed 
upon our sight with a fat rope, | sat up 
alert so as not to miss any fun out of Indian 
Rope Magic, or perhaps Rope-walking. 
No! It was not that. The rope wasn’t 
there to simply perform any tricks like 
those of Gogia Pasha to see which we 
pay, and derive no personal material 
benefit at the end. On the other hand, it 


began to assume the utility of an Allaudin’s 
lamp. This, in fact, was something far 
more than | had ever suspected ! 


The rope was twisted and curled in 
an ingenious manner. And then, Lo! 
Behold a Bowline! The teacher began 
to reel off its practical applications. Our 
fertile imagination immediately visualised 
a weak boy, screaming for help, as he was 
drowning in turbulent river water. We 
hear the pattering of running feet. Then 
some Guides throw a life-line from the 
bank, andjwe get a glimpse of a thankful 
smile on the boy’s face as he feels the 
reassuring touch of his ‘’Saviour’s’’ arms 
(the rope of course!) around his waist. 


Then that knot was untied and with a 
few quick different loops, insertions and 
pullings a Highwayman’s’ Hitch was 
produced. There again our minds reverted 
back to those remote times of American 
history. We witnessed Red Indian dances 
and the stealthy approach of their enemies. 
Then to our amazement, quick as lightning 
the Red Indians could by the jerk and pull 
of one rope-end undo the entire knot tied 
to a pole, and gallop away hiding beneath 
the horse’s belly ! 


The next was a Reef knot. That was 
the simplest, yet the most influential. My 
mind trained by now, could straightaway 
hear the groaning of an injured man when 
the clumsy knot of the bandage hurt him 
like a sharp stone. At once, a reef knot 
tackled the problem easing his pain as 
though by the wave of a magic wand. 


After that we went on its more compli- 
cated functions like the production of a 
rope ladder to scale the mountains. We 
learnt to rescue a man from a burning two 
storeyed house with a chair knot. Then 
we were taught whipping, a name that is 
certainly most misguiding in so far that it 
shoots aray of tremour into a layman. 
But, far from its obvious etymology 
(sense), it is actually a process that acts 
as a medicine to prolong its life. Those of 
us who specialized in Gordian knots were 
duly tutored on the indispensability of an 
easy undo also. 


After a few more similar demonstra- 
tions of its application and methods of 
handling it, we began with the absorbing 
subject of lashings. The merits of a couple 
of sticks in lashings, it is needless to say, 
require a thick manuscript of their own to 
glorify in prose or an ode to celebrate in 


poetry. With the aid of marvels like square 
lashing, diagonal lashing, sheer lashing, 
etc., we could produce a whole set of 
furniture before our eyes, right from a 
shoe-rack to a wash basin stand. 


By the time we concluded our lessons,

Well, three 
cheers for the rope and may it live 
long !

VARAHAGIRI VENKATA GIRI 
(10 August 1894-24 June 1980) 


Eighty-six year old former President of India, 
and a former Patron-in-Chief of the Bharat Scouts 
& Guides, and earlier, Governor of Karnataka and 


Patron of the State Association, in his life time, a 
many-splendoured personality--Freedom Fighter, 


Trade Unionist, Minister, Diplomat, Governor, 
Vice-President and finally President, in Madras 
at 6 a.m. on Tuesday 24 June 1980. 


The Council Rock 


(As told by J. B. Gearing, Cubmaster, Ist Walthamstow Pack, London) 


‘‘Why expend such efforts in the 
physical body ? Is it not simpler to be there 
in spirit ?’’ So said a Tibetan Lama when 
he learnt of the desire of foreigners to ascend 
the summit of Everest at any risk. We 
English are such a literal-minded people 
though, and when the ‘‘fortunes of war’’ 
brought me to India in August 1942 and 
I saw the magic name ‘‘Seeonee’’ on the 
map, how was I to refrain from making 
plans to goin search of Kipling’s Council 
Rock at the first opportunity? After all, 
I had been a member of various ‘‘Seeonee 
Packs’’ in England on and off since 1920. 
Surely the body ought to follow the spirit, 
now the chance presented itself. 


' The war had to come first, and soit 
was September 1944 before I found myself 
at, what I was told was, the Council Rock, 
on the Nagpur-Seeonee Road. Alas, it 
turned out to be a disappointment. Just 
an ordinary rock about 5 feet high, looking 
more like a milestone made out of Cornish 
granite than anything else, and surrounded 
by water, with only room for one wolf to 
squat on top. Did the rest of the Pack 
swim and howl atthe same time? Fortu- 
nately, I remembered that ‘‘Brown Tip’’ 
of Calcutta had in his possession a copy 
of a map of Kipling’s country which was 
drawn up by Mr. G. M. Willford, a mem- 
ber of the Indian Forest Service, some 
years previously, and wrote to him for it. 
Then I discovered that I had been *‘barking 
up the wrong tree,’’ or, shall we say, 
“seeking to scale the wrong rock.’’ Another 
delay occurred before I was able to secure 
leave of absence again, but at last, in 
February 1945, I found myself again in 
search of my object. This time I was 
fully satisfied. This journey involved not 
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only the discomfort of travelling by train, 
with which all in India are well acquainted 
in the present year of grace, but also a 
twenty-two mile trip by bullock cart, as 
well as aride onan Army lorry, both of 
which are no joke to anyone knowing the 
tracks through the jungle. I was unable 
to refrain from a sneaking feeling that the 
Bandarlog, in spite of the opinion of Baloo 
and Bagheera, have a certain amount of | 
good sense, because to travel through 
‘lanes in the trees’? must present greater - 
ease for the body, as well as exaltation to 
the spirit. It was only the Bandarlog that 
I saw in person. Shere Khan and the 
wolves were not visible, although I was 
shown tiger tracks, and the first entry 
I Jooked at in the visitors’ book at Kanhi- 
wara (‘at Kanhiwara we may find the ~ 
English’, Letting in the Jungle) read: 
Object of visit: Destroying prescribed 
maneater (not successful). Once, whilst 
watching the Bandarlog, I heard an aero- 
plane in the distance; the monkeys heard 
it, too, and, although it did not become 
visible, the sound caused them great 
alarm; they ran hither and thither and did 
not know where to seek refuge. 


The local name of the Council Rock 
is Lakra Bhutha, meaning ‘‘the giant tree 
among trees.’’ Why it is referred to as a tree, 
I do not know. It is actually a collection - 
of black rocks which rise high above the 
jungle. The height is certainly not above 
200 feet, but this lifts it clear of the 
surrounding trees. I climbed up to the 
highest sock but one, and the outlook was 
really grand. The wolves which met in 
council on the topmost rock must have had 
a finer view still, but how they managed to 
scale it, beats me. The sides slope outwards 
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and defy climbing in the ordinary way; 
the wolves must be great leapers to be 
able to ‘‘make it:’? On the sides are 
large hanging hives of wild bees, and 
stories are told of people being stung in 
the throat and nearly dying in consequence. 
Smoking appears to be the usual cause of 
the bees getting irritated ; it was’t for the 
first time that I blessed the fact that I am 
a non-smoker ! Naturally, I looked for the 
cave from which Raksha dified Shere Khan 
when he came seeking for Mowgli, and 
found that the ‘‘caves’® are really deep 
enough. 


I had marked on my map the Cold 
Lairs, Mowgli’s Village, and the stretch of 
the Waingunga River containing the Bee 
Rocks, Peace Pool and Seeonee Lairs. 
Alas, the call of duty was so loud that I 
had to be content with limiting my further 
explorations to the Cold Lairs. Perhaps 


_ one day I may go back to find the other 
places. Since my trip Ihave written to 


Mr. Willford, who, by his ‘labour of love’’ 
in drawing up the map, made my trip 
possible, and he tells me it took him 
three years and the reading through of 
both Jungle Books very carefully six times 
to work out and find the location of 
these places. He concludes: “It was 
all a great pleasure, as my daughter 
was then a baby and I was teaching her 
jungle craft; and I did not waste my time. 
She was greatly benefited.’’? I think Mr. 
Willford feels just the same as I do about 
the jungle and will allow me to pass on 
this quotation from his letter to the 
thousands of Cubmasters everywhere who 
are often present with their Cubs at the 
Council Rock ‘“‘in spirit,’ though the 
expedition I have made ‘‘in the. physical 
body’? is impossible for most of them. 
Labour in the Jungle is never wasted! ..

Report of the VII Rover/Ranger Samagam 


at Gandhi Darshan in New Delhi, 1980 


The Rover/Ranger Meet organised by 
the National Headquaters of the Bharat 
Scouts & Guides commenced on the 28th 
March 1980. The programme was mainly 
service-oriented; besides, we had an exhibi- 
tion of handicrafts, cultural programmes, 
film shows and sessions based on subjects 
under Rover/Ranger tests.

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EDITORIAL 


It is said that leadership is the keynote to success. In Scouting and Guiding, it is 
leadership through personal touch that is essential for our success in the Movement. There 
are two types of leaders —- those who are born leaders, who are very hard to come by - there 
may be one in a thousand or more-and others who have the right attitude and the 
willingness to become trained to become leaders. Most of us belong to this latter category. 
Thanks to the foresight and the wisdom of the architect of Scouting and Guiding, there are 
different types and grades of training to make us fit to undertake the responsibilities of 
leadership. 


Next to the Scouters and Guiders who are the backbone of the Movement, the 
District Commissioners are most important as leaders in the Movement. This is what our 
Founder said about their role in the Movement: 


‘“‘The District Commissioner has the most important as well as the most interesting 
job in our organisation. He is the liaison officer, the link between the administrative chiefs 
and the executive Scouters.’’ ‘‘It is the District Commissioner who is the powerful link in 
the chain and who must possess the essential qualities of leadership if he is to be a successful 
leader. It is through the personal touch that he can inspire his followers to devoted service. 


“The Scouting standard of a District exactly reflects the standard of leadership of 
its District Commissioner. ‘By their results shall ye know them.’ 


“The District Commissioner... has his finger on the pulse of his whole District. 
He can see where a Scouter needs help or a timely word of encouragement or warning.... If 
he has really inspired his Scouters with his enthusiasm, they will go to it like a pack of hounds 
and make a success of the run.”’ 


We have reproduced in this issue some articles from other sources which, we are sure, 
will make interesting reading and, at the same time profitable reading too. 


Into the Eighties! 
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If I have any say in the matter, the 
role of Scouting in the 1980’s will be to 
help young people to take a constructive 
part in society, and the method will be 
that devised by one R. Baden-Powell. 


Unless there is a holocaust, both the 
material standard of living and the more 
intangible ‘quality of life’ will improve for 
the great majority, but increasing personal 
strength and flexibility will be required if 
young people are to cope with the ever 
increasing stresses of modern life which will 
accompany these improvements. 


Unemployment is going to be one of 
the big social problems of the decade. As 
in every previous decade, society’s worst 
ills are self-inflicted and unnecessary. We 
ought to share out the work, but we shan’t.

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How not to be Killed by Lightning 


LIGHTNING is’ an_ enormously 
powerful discharge of a build-up of electri- 
city from a cloud. Ratings can be in the 
order of 50 million volts and 160 ppp 
amperes, a single streak reaching speeds of 
61,000 miles per second; truly mind- 
boggling figures. 


It may take one of the three forms: 
Sheet-lightning which flashes from cloud to 
cloud; Forked-lightning between cloud and 
ground; and least common and least 
understood, Ball-lightning which consists 
of a fireball of variable size which seems 
to follow a forked stroke, may persist for 
some seconds and tends to travel along a

by a humming noise till it suddenly 
disappears leaving a faint smell of ozone 
in its wake. 


The danger of lightning lies not 
only in a direct hit by lightning 
but also in the dreaded side-flash. This is 
liable to happen when, following the path 
of least resistance as, say, down a tree, 
the strong current strikes the ground and 
then powerfully electrifies the area around 
its point of entry. That is why itis so 
dangerous to shelter under isolated trees or 
beside telegraph poles or pylons.
